Battle  of  W  O  R  C  E  ST E  R,  &c. 

iT  was  in  ^um  in  the  year  1650. 
That  Charles  the  Second, 
undoubted  heir  of  Charles 
the  Firft,  of  Glorious  Meuiory, 
King  ef  Great  B  naWy  France^ 
and  IrcUni^  (Atter  his  Kojal  Father  nad  been 
Barba:oufly  murdered,  ^nd  Hmjeif  Bunifhd 

A  4  his 
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his  owuDominions^by  his  own  rebellious  Sub- 
jects) took  Shipping  at  SchcevUng  in  Holland^ 
andjhaviqg  efcap'd  great  dangers  at  Sea^arriv'd 
Joon  after  at  Spey  in  the  North  ot  Scotland. 

On  the  fir  ft  of  famarj  toUowing,  His  Ma- 
jejlj  was  Crown'd  at  Scoor^jmd  an  Army  raifed 
in  that  Kingdqrne,  to  invade  this  ^  in  hope  to 
recover  His  Regalities  here^  then  moft  unjuft- 
ly  detained  from  him,  by  fome  Members  of 
the  Lon^  Parl^md  olivtr  Cromwell  ihth  Gene- 
ral  •,  Who  fooq  after  moft  traiteroufly  affura'd 
the  Title  of  Protelior  of  the  nevy-  minted  Com- 
mon wealth  of  England^  Scotland  and  Ireland. 

Of  this  Royal' Scotch  Army  the  General 
Officers  were  thefe,  Lieutenint  Gen  .D4W^ 
Lefr.y,  L.  Qen.  MiddUton^  IVIajor  Gen.  M^jjcj^ 
M.  Gen.  Montgomerjy  M.  Gen.  Dahel,  and 
M.  Gen.  Fandrofe^  a  Dutchman. 

Thefiift  of  //^^«/ 1651.  His  Ma'eJIy  wdh 
His  Army  began  His  March  into  E^-'gUnd^  and 
on  the  fitch  of  the  fameMoneh,  at  H's  Rojal 
C a.mp  :it  Hoodhoiife  near  the  Bo^dcr^  publifn  d  ^ 
H  s  Gracipus  P:^clarationof  Gtncrji  Pardon 
1^x\6  oblivion^  to  all  Hisloving  Subjtds  of  the 
K  ngdom  of  £/:'^/4a>^  jhJ  Dominu  n  of  ^4/f.f,  . 
that  would  defift  from  aOIftipg  the  Uffpftdhv 
thoriry  of  the  pretended  CommGn  rvcalth  &f 
J^ngland^a^d  return  to  their  obedience.  Except 
oaly  ol/'vy  C^omrvJL  Ben^y  Irctcn^  '-fo^n  Brad- 
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p,)dw^fohn  Cook^diXiA  all  otheis,who  did  adually 
{ic  and  vote  in  the  murder  ot  His  Rojal  Father. 
His  Majeftyj  after  the  publication  of 
this  gracious  Offer/ march'd  his  Army  into 
Lancdjhir€y\v\\txtVlt  received  fomc  confidc- 
rable  Supplies  from  the  Earl  of  Barbj  (that 
Loyal  (ubjc(a3)  and  at  Warrtngton  Bridge  met 
with  the  firft  oppofition  made  by  the  Rebels 
in  England^  but  His  pre  fence  foon  put  them  to 
flight. 

In  this  interim  His  Majefty  had  fent  a  Copy 
of  His  Declaration,  enclofed   in  a  gracious 
Letter  to  the  Lord  Major  and  Aldermen  of  the 
City  o{  London,  which,  by  order  of  the  Ufur- 
pers  then  fitting  at  Weftminflcr^\v3.s{on  the  26. 
oi  Atiguft)  publickly  burnt  at  the  Old  Ex- 
change by  the  hangman  5    and  their  own  De- 
claration  Proclaimed  there  and  at  Weflmin- 
ficr^  by  beat  of  drum  and  found  of  Trum- 
pet 5  by  which  His  Sacred  Majeflj^  (to  whom 
they  could  afford  no  better  title  then  char  Is 
Stftart)  His  Ahcttors-^Agents  and  Complices ^  rvcre 
Declared  Trajtors^  Rebels  andpublique  Enemies. 
"  Impudence  asd  Treafcn  beyond  Example  1 
After    a    tedious    M^ch    of  neer    300. 
Miles,  His  Majefty.  with  His  Army  arriv'd 
uJVorccflrr  on  the  2  2.  oi  Augujlj  having  left 
the  Eitl  otDatbj  in  Lancajhtre^  as    well  to 
fettle  that  and  the   adjacent  Counties  in  a 
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pofture  of  defence,  againft  ^Cr^wiretf  and  his 
Confederates  ^  as  to  raifc  fomc  auxilia- 
ry Forces  to  recruit  His  Maje^ies  Army, 
in  cafe  the  fucceflfe  of  a  Battle  *  fhould 
not  p.ove  fo  happy  as  all  good  Men  defired. 

But  {inch  was  Heavens  Decree)  On  the 
25.  of  Ju^ttfi^  the  Earl's  new  raised  For- 
ces V  -re  totally  defeated  near  mggan  in 
th^r  Counry  by  Col.  Ltlburn^  wich  a  Re- 
pa^tn^  >^  S^dries,  Ii  which  conflidl  the 
Lo^a  ^^'Jd^m/t^n  ^  Si>  Tkomas  Tildcjlej  y  Co- 
lond  /  vl^ijp  U'Utcnant  colonel  GdllUrd ^ 
(  faith  ui  Sd'  jtCt:^  .  n^  valiant  Souldiers  ) 
wi^h  foir^e  v^tner^  ot  ^vod  note,  were  flain> 
Colomi  Rojcarrock  wcui\ded ,  Sir  mlltam 
"Xh  ockmoiton  ^  Sir  Timothy  Ffiherflonhaugh^ 
(wfeo  v^.'as  aUerwards  beheaJed  by  the  Rebels) 
Colerul  Batnts  and  others  taken  Prifoners^ 
and  rhcir  General  The  Earl  of  Derbj  put  to 
flijiht  with  a  very  f  nail  nurnbtfr  ofhis  men  •,  In 
which  condiaon  he  madeichoice  of  the  way  to- 
vvii'ds  i^orce/ler^  whither  he  knew  H/j  Majefites 
Arm^  was  dcfign'd  to  march. 

After  forne  days,  my  Lord^with  Colonel 
Rofcarrcck  and  two  Servants,  got  into  the 
Confines  of  St^iffordflnre  and  Shrofjhire  near 
Newport^  where  at  one  Mr.  Watihns  houfe 
he  met  with  Mr*  Richard  Snead  (an  honell 
Gentltnran  of  that  Country ,  and  of  His 

Lord- 
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Lordfhips  acquaintance , )  to  whonfi  be  re- 
counted the  Misfortune  of  his  Defeat  at 
Wtggan^  and  the  NectflTuy  of  his  taking 
(ome  rift,  if  Mr.  Sma,d  could  recommend 
His  Lordftiip  to  any  private  houfe  near 
hand  ,  where  he  might  faiely  continue,  till 
he  could  find  an  opportunity  to  goe  to  His 

Mr.  5;^e4^  brought  nfiy  Lord  and  His  Com- 
pany to  Bofcobei  houfe ^  a  very  obfcure  habitati- 
on, Scituate  in  5/^r^^/fc/>e,  butadjoyning  upon 
Staff  or  d^tre^  and  lies  between  T  ortg- calf  U  and 
Bremod^  in  a  kind  of  wildernefs.  ^ehnGiffard 
Efq.  having  built  this  houfe  about  thirty  years 
fince  3  invited  Sir  B^Jtl  B>ovk  with  other 
Friends  and  Neighbors  to  a  houfe- warming 
fcaft-,  at  ^;^hich  time  Sir  B^fil  was  defired 
by  Mr*  Giffard  to  give  the  houfe  a  Name^ 
He  aptly  calls  it  Boscobel  (from  the 
Italian  Bofco  beHo^  which  in  that  language 
fignlfies  fair  wood)  becaufe  feared  in  the  midft 
ot  many  tair  woods.  Ic  is  now  the  inheri- 
tance of  Mr.  Bafi  Fitzherbert^  by  ^ane  his 
wite,  dau§,hter  and  heir  of  Mr*  ^ohn  Cottony 
by  Frances  ^  daughter  and  heir  of  the  faid 
^ohr^  Gtffard. 

At  this  pbce  the  Earl  arriv'd  on  the  19. 
of  Augu^  ( being  Friday )  at  night ,  but 
no  body  was  found  at  home>  except  wUr 
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ham  Pcndtrel^  the  houfe- keeper  and  his 
wife^  who,  to  preferve  fo  eminent  a  Per- 
fon,  adventured  to  receive  my  Lord,  and 
kept  him  in  fafety  till  Sunday  night  fol- 
lowing, when  (according  to  my  Lords  de- 
fircot  going  to  Worcejlery)  he  conveyed  him 
to  Mv.  Humphrey  Elliots  houfe  at  Gatakar 
Park,  (a  true  hearted  Royalift,)  which  wfts 
about  nine  miles  on  the  way  trom  Bo[cobd 
thither. Mr.  £///^^  did  not  only  freely  entertain 
the  Earljbut  lent  him  ten  pounds^and  conduct- 
ed him  and  his  company  fafe  to  Worcefter. 

The  next  day,  after  His  Majefties  arrival  at 
Wercejltr^  being  Saturday  the  23.  of  Au'- 
gu(t^  He  was  Proclamed  King  of  Great 
Britairt,  France  and  Ireland^  by  Mr.  Thomas 
Ltfem  Mayor,  and  Mr.  ^^arnes  Bridges  Sheriff 
ot  that  Loyall  City,  with  great  acclamations* 
^  On  the  fame  day  His  M  ijtiftie  publifhed  a 
Declaration,  Given  at  Ilis  Cttj  of  Worcefter^ 
fummoning,  upon  their  AUeageance,  A!l  the 
Nobility,  Gentry  and  others  of  that  County 
from  fixteen  to  (ixcy^to  appear  in  their  perfons 
with  Horfe  and  i\rmes  at  Pttchcroft  near 
the  Ciry,on  the  Tuefday  following, where  His 
Majefty  promifed  to  be  prefenc. 

Upon  Sunday  24.  Augu^.  M-  Crosby  (an 
eminent  Divine  of  that  City)  preachd  before 
Hs  Majtfty  in  the  Cathedral  Church-,  And  in 

his 
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his  Prayer^  flyled  His  Majefty  in  allcaufes  and 
over  all  ferfonsy  next  under  God ^  Supreme  Bead 
and  Governor:  At  which  fome  of  the  sects  took 
exception,  and  Mr.  Crosl^y  was  afterwards  ad- 
monilKd  to  forbear  fuch  expreffions. 

Tuefday  the  iS.oi^ugufi  was  thtRcndevouz 
in  Pttehcroft  of  fuch  Loyal  Subjects  as  came  in 
to  His  Majefties  aid^in  purfuance  of  His  before 
mentioned  Declaration  and  Summons;  Here 
appeared  JF'MW/V  Lord  Talbot  (now  E*rl  of 
shremhrj)  with  about  flxty  horfe  5  Mr.  JMer- 
wnTouchet^Sk ^ohn Packington^  Sir  FfUlter 
Blount^  Sit  Ralph  cUre,  Mr.  Ralph  sheldon  of 
Beolj^  Mr.  ^ohnwajhbum  oi  FFitchinford^mth 
forty  horCe^Mv.Thomas  Ilomfold  oi  Blackwore 
fark^  with  forty  horfe,Mr.  Tho  ACfon^Mx.Rob^ 
Blount  of  Kenfwkk^Mv.Rob.Pfigmore  of  LuBm^ 
Mr.  Walter  fValJhy  Mr,  Charks  fvaljh  ^  Mr. 
Francis  Krjotiford^  Mr  Peter  Blount  and  divers 
others,  who  were  honoured  and  encouraged 
by  HisMajeftyesprefences  Notwithftanding 
which  accefs,  the  number  of  His  Army 
both  Englifh  and  Scots  ^  was  conceived  noc 
to  exceed  12000.  men  (viz.)  ten  thoufand 
scots  and  about  2000.  Englijh  ^  and  thofe  too 
not  excellently  Arm'd^  nor  plentifully  flored 
with  Ammunition. 

Mean  time  Crommll  (that  grand  Patron  of 
Sectaries)  had  amafs'd  together  a  numerous 

Bodv 
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Body  of  Rebels,  commanded  by  himfelf  in 
chief^and  by  the  Lord  Grej  of  Grobj^  Fleetwood 
and  Lambert  under  him,  conlifting  ot  above 
thirty  thoufand  men,  (  being  generally  the 
Scum  and  Froch  of  the  whole  Kingdom  5)  one 
part  of  which  were  Sedaries,  who,  through  a 
Fanariqutf  zealj  were  become  Devotes  10  this 
great  idd^^  the  other  part  feduc'd  perfons^who 
either  by  force  or  fear  were  unfortunatly  made 
Adorsor  participants  in  this  fo  horrible  and 
fatal  a  Tragedy. 

Thus  then  began  the  Pickeerings  to  the 
grand  Engagement.  Major  Gen.  Ma(lej  With 
a  commanded  Party  being  fent  by  His  Mdjejly 
to  fecure  the  Bridge  and  Pais  at  Upton  upon 
Severn  7.  miles  below  IVorcelfer^On  Thurfday 
the  28.  of  Au^ufl^  Lambert  with  a  far  greater 
number  of  Rebels  attaqu'd  him,  and  after 
fome  dirpute,  gain  d  the  Pits,  the  ri?er  being 
then  tordable.  Yet  the  Ma]or  General  behav'd 
himfelfvery  gallantly,  received  a  Shot  in  he 
hand  from  iome  Muske tiers  the  Enemy  had 
convey'd  into  the  Church,  and  retreated  in 
good  order  to  Worcefler. 

Daring  this  encounter,  Cr^^^^m^^  himfelf, 
(whole  Head  quarter  was  the  night  before 
at  Perjhere^)  advanced  to  Stoughton  within  4. 
miles  of  the  City  on  the  Southfide,  and 
chat  evening  a  Party  of  his  horfe  faced  it. 

The 
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The  next  day  {Augf^ft  the  29.)SHltan  olive^ 
ap  pearM  with  a  great  body  ol:  horfe  and  toot 
oxxRcdhiU  within  a  mile  of  Worcefter^  where  he 
mz^tz  Bonne  mme^bxm  attempted  nothing  5 
And  that  night  his  Head- quarters  were  at 
Judge  Berkleys  houfe  at  Speachiej. 

Saturday  (^Augufi  30.)  It  was  refolv'd  by 
His  Majeifty  at  a  Council  of  War,  to  give  the 
Enemy  a  Camifado^  by  beating  up  his  Qaarters 
that  night  with  1500,  feled  horfe  and  foot 
commanded  by  Luvtenant  General  MtddUton, 
2nd  Sir  fv^lliam  Keyth  ;  All  of  them  wearing 
ihtiv  Ihirts  o^7CT  their  Armor  for  diftinition  5 
which  accordingly  was  attempted,  and  might 
in  all  probability  have  been  fuccesfull^  had 
not  the  defign  been  moft  traiteroully  difco- 
ver'd  to  the  Rtb^ls  by  one  Gujes  a  Tailor 
in  the  Town  ond  a  notonous  Sc(fiiry^who  was 
hang'd  afterwards  as  the  juft  reward  ol  his  ire- 
chery  :  'n  this  Adon  Mijor  KnoxwBS  {[jm 
and  ibme  k  w  takeB  Pnlon^^  s  bv  cht  Enemy. 

A  confiderable  party  of  tiie  Kebels  com- 
manded by  Col.  Idmkrt^  CoL  Ingoldsbyy  (not 
yet  a  Convert)  and  CoL  Gtbbms  being  got  o- 
ver  the  i^^'^r;;  at  Ufton^  march'd  the  next  day 
Xfi  Pemck  Town^  where  they  made  an  HalUj  for 
fcwick  bridge  (lying  upon  the  River  Team^  be- 
tween Pmkk  Town  and  Worcefter)  was  guard- 
ed by  a  Brigade  of  His  Majefiies  Horfe  and 
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F00C3  commanded  by  Major  General  if^^^rf 
Montgomery  and  Col.  George  Kejth. 

The  fatal  Third  of  September  being  come. 
His  Majejiy  this  morning^  holding  a  Council  of 
war  upon  the  cop  of  the  Colledg-church-fteefle^ 
the  better  to  difcovcr  the  Enemies  pofture, 
obferv^d  fome  Firing  at  Pemck^  and  Crommll 
making  a  bridge  of  Boats  over  Severn  under 
Buns'hill^z.  mile  below  the  City  towards  T^4/» 
mouth  5  His  Majefij  prefently  goes  down^ 
commands  all  to  their  Arms,  and  marches  in 
Perfon  to  Pomck  bridge  to  give  orders,  as  well 
for  maintaining  that  bridge,  as  for  oppofing 
the  making  the  other  of  Boats,  and  hafted 
back  to  His  Army  in  the  City. 

Soon  ^hQ)L  His  Majefiy  was  gone  from  Po- 
mck bridge^  the  Enemy  aflfaulted  it  furioufly, 
which  was  well  defended  by  Montgomery^  till 
himfelf  was  dangeroufly  wounded ,  and  his 
Ammunition  fpent  •,  So  that  he  was  forced  to 
make  a  diforderly  retreat  into  Worcefler^  lea- 
ving  Co!.  Kcyth  a  Prifoner  at  the  Bridge. 

Ac  the  fame  time  Cromwell  had  with  much 
celerity  finiihc  his  Bridge  of  boats  and  planks 
over  the  main  River,  without  any  eonllderable 
oppofition-,faving  that  Col.  Pifcotty  with  about 
three  hundredHighlanders  performed  as  much 
therein  as  could  be  expe(fied  from  an  handful 
of  men  fighting  againft  great  numbers:  By  this

means  Oliver  held  communication  with  thofc 
ot  his  party  at  Pomck  bridg^&c  was  the  firftMan 
thac  led  the  reft  over,andthen  went  back  him- 
felfand  raised  a  BMterj  of  great  Guns  againft 
the  Fort-royd  on  the  South- fide  the  City. 

His  Majefty  being  return'd  from  Poick  bridge 
march'd,  with  the  Duke  ofsuckinhxm  and  fome 
of  His  Cavalry,  through  the  City^and  out  ac 
Sudbury  gate  by  th^Fort  rojal^v^htxt  the  Pvebels 
great  (hot  came  frequently  neer  His  Sacred 

Perfon. 

By  this  time  Cromwell  w^s  got  to  an  advan- 
tageous poft  at  Perry  wood  within  a  mile  of  the 
City^  fwelling  with  pride  and  confident  in  the 
numbers  of  his  men  •,  bu^  Duke  Hamilton  (for- 
merly Lord  Lmerick^)  with  his  own  Troop 
and  fome  High- landers,  Sir  Alexander  For- 
hm  with  his  Regiment  of  Foot,  and  d > 
vers  Er^glijh  Lords  and  Gentlemen  voluntiers, 
byHisMajefties  command  and  encouragement: 
engaged  him^and  did  great  execution  upon  his 
beft  men,  forced  the  great  Sultan  (as  the  Rho- 
dians  in  like  cafe  did  the  Turk)  to  retreat  w.th 
\\\s  -artizaries^  and  his  Majefty  was  once  as 
abfolute  mafter  of  his  great  Guns^as  He  ought 
then  to  have  been  of  the  whole  Land. 

Here  His  Majefty  gave  an  incomparable  Ex- 
ample of  valor  to  the  reft,  by  charging  in 
Perfon,  which   the  High- ladders  efpecially 
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imitated  in  a  great  meaiare^  fighting  with  the 
but-ends  of  their  muskets^  when  their  Am- 
munition was  ipent  ^  but  new  Supplic*^  ot  Re- 
bels being  continually  poured  upon  thera^  and 
the  main  Body  o(  Scotch  Horle  not  coming  up 
indue  time  from  the  Town  to  Hu  Majeliies 
relief^  His  Army  was  forced  to  retreat  in  at 
SuSury  gate  in  much  diforder. 

lathis  Adion  Duke  Hamilton  (who  h\i§^ht 
valiantlyj  had  his  horfe  kili'd  under  him,  and 
was  himfplf  mortally  wounded,  of  which  he 
dyed  within  few  dayes  •,  and  many  of  his 
Troop  (confiftmg  much  of  Gentlemen,  and 
divers  of  his  own  name)  were  flain  5  Sir  ^ohn 
Douglas  receiv  d  his  deaths  wound  %  and  Sir 
Alex.  Forbm^  (who  was  the  firft  Knight  the 
King  made  in  Scotland^  and  commanded  the 
Tort  rojal\\Qxt)  was  (hot  throtigh  both  the 
Calves  of  his  legs,  lay  in  the  wood  all  night, 
and  was  brought  Prifoner  to  Worcefier  next 
day. 

The  Rebels  in  this  Encounter  had  great  ad- 
vantage, as  wel  in  theirnumbers  as  by  fight-^ 
ing  both  with  horfe  and  foot,  againft  Hi^  Md-^ 
jepesioot  only>  the  greateft  part  of  His  horfe 
being  wedg'd  up  in  the  Town  ^  And  when  thej. 
foot  were  defeated,  a  part  of  His  Maje/lies 
feorfe  fought  afterwards  againft  both  the  ene^- 
inies  horfe  and  foot  upon  great  difadvantage. 

And 
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And  as  th«y  had  few  perfons  of  condition 
among  then  to  lofe,  fo  no  Rebcls,bat  L.  Col. 
Uofelej  and  one  Capt.  ^ones^vfere  worth  ta- 
king notice  of  to  be  ilain  in  this  Battle. 

At  Sudburj  gate  z  Cart  laden  with  Ammiif^i 
nition  was  overthrown  and  lay  crofs  the  paf- 
fage,  one  of  the  oxen  that  drew  it  being  there 
kill'd  5  fo  that  Hit  Majeffy  could  not  ride  into 
the  Town,  but  was  fore'd  to  difmounc  and 
come  in  on  foot. 

The  Rebels  foon  after  ftorm'd  the  Fort 
rojalixhe  Fortifications  whereof  were  not  per- 
fe<fted,)and  put  all  the  sms  they  found  there- 
in to  the  fword. 

lathe  Friars  ftreet  His  Majefty  put  off  his 
Armor,  (which  was  heavy  and  troublefome  to 
him,)  and  took  a  fre(h  horfej  and  then  percei- 
ving many  of  His  Foot-fouidiers  begin  to' 
throw  down  their  Arms  and  decline  fighting , 
His  Majefly  rod  up  and  down  among  them, 
fometimes  with  his  hat  in  his  hand,  entreating 
them  to  fland  to  their  Arms  and  fight  like 
men  5  other  whiles  encouraging  them  ,  alha- 
ging  the  goodneffe  and  juftice  of  the  Caufe 
they  fought  for^  but  feeing  hirafelf  not  able  to 
prevailjfaid,  /  had  rather  you  maid  fhm  me,the» 
keef  me  alive  to  fee  the  fad  cenjequences  of  this 
fatal  day  .•  So  deep  a  fence  bad  His  propbetick 
SoulofEbe  irjifefiesof  his  loved  Country,  e- 
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ven  in    the   midit   of  his  own    danger. 

During  this  hot  Engagement  at  perry  wood 
andif^^-Z^/iifj  the  Rebels  on  the  other  fide  the 
Water  poffefs'd  themfelves  of  S.  Johns ^  and 
thofe  of  His  Majefties  Army  that  were  there, 
without  any  great  refiftance^  laid  down  their 
Arms  and  fubmitted  to  mercy. 

When  fome  of  the  Enemy  were  entred^and 
entring  the  Town  both  at  the  Kejy  Cajile-hill 
^nd  Sudhurj  gate^  without  any  Conditions  5 
Th*  Earl  ef  Cleveland^  Sir  Jdmes  tiamiltonj 
Col.Tho  ifvogdft^Col.  mil:  Carlts  (then Major 
to  the  Lord  Talbot)  Cd.ipt,Tho:  Hornjold^Cz^t. 
Tho.Giffard^Cz^i.^ohn  Ajllej^znd  Capt.it/V^. 
Kemble^  {"Capt.  Lieutenant  to  the  Lord  Tal- 
ht)  and  fome  others  rallied  what  force  they 
could  (though  inconfiderable  to  the  Rebels 
numbers)  and  charged  the  Enemy  very  gallant- 
ly at  Sudbury  gate^  and  in  the  ftreet  of  that 
name  /  Here  Sir  ^ame$  and  C^pt.Kemble  were 
defperately  wounded^and  others  {lain-,  yet  this 
Adion  did  much  fccure  His  Ma]eflies  march 
out  at  St.  Martins  gate^  Who  had  otherwife 
been  in  danger  of  being  taken  in  the  Town. 

About  the  fame  time  the  Earl  of  Rothes  and 
Col.  Brummond^  with  a  Party  of  Scots,  main- 
tain'd  the  Caflle  hill  with  much  refolution>  till 
fuch  time  as  Conditions  were  agreed  on  for 
Quarter  5  fo  that  the  Rebels  having  at  laft 
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fubdued  all  their  Opponeats,  fell  to  Plunder- 
ing the  City  unmercifully,  few  or  none  of  the 
Citizens  efcaping,  but  fuch  as  were  Se(il:aiies 
and  of  the  Phanatique  party. 

When  His  Majefty  fawno  hope  of  Rally- 
ing his  thus  difcomfited  Foot^  He  march  d  out 
oiWorceficrzi  Su  Martins  gate  {th^  Fore-gate 
being  mur'd  up)  about  fix  of  the  Clock  in  the 
evening  with  his  mainBody  of  horfe^  as  then 
commanded  by  General  David  Lepj ,  but 
were  now  in  fome  confufion. 

The  Lord  St.  Clare  with  divers  of  the  Scot- 
tifli  Nobility  3nd  Genrry  were  taken  Prifoners 
in  the  town-  And  che  foot  Souldiers^ccmfifting 
moft  of -Sc^^j^wtre  aimoft  all  either  llain or  ta- 
ken5&  fuchot  them(who  in  the  Battle  efcaped 
death)  liv'd  but  longer  to  die  for  the  moftparc 
more  miferably  v  ma^y  of  them  being  after- 
wards knock'd  o'rh'  head  by  Countrey  people, 
fome  bd,iight  and  fold  like  (laves  for  a  fmall 
priae,  others  went  begging  up  and  down,till 
Charity  failing  them,  their  neceffities  brought 
upon  them  difeafes,  and  difeafes  death. 
.    Before  His  Ma}efty  was  come  to  Barhon's 
bridge^  about  half  a  mile  out  of  fvercefter^  He 
madefeveral  ftands,  faced  about  and  defired 
l\\t  Duke  of  Buckingham^  LordwUmot^  ando* 
ther  of  his  Commanders,  that  they  might  ral- 
ly and  try  the  fortune  of  War  once  mor«  5 
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but  at  tbe  bridge  a  ferioas  confultation  was 
held^and  then  perceiving  many  of  the  Troop- 
ers to  throw  off  their  Anns  and  (bitt  for  them- 
selves, they  were  all  of  opinion,  the  day  was 
irrecoverably  loft>  and  that  their  onely  remain- 
ing work  was  to  fave  His  Majefij  from  thofe 
ravenous  woolves  and  Regicides*,  Whereupon 
His  MajeFtj^hy  advice  of  His  Council^refolv'd 
to  march  for  Scotland. 

Immediately  after  this  Refult,  the  Duke 
ask'd  the  Lord  Talbot^  (being  of  that  Country) 
Ifhecoulddirtd  the  way  Northwards  i  His 
Lordfhip  anfwer'd,  that  he  had  one  Walker  in 
his  Troop  (formerly  a  Scout-mafter  in  thofe 
pares)  that  knew  the  way  well  5  who  was  ac- 
cordingly call'd  to  be  theGuide^and  performed 
that  duty  for  fome  miles  5  but  being  come  to 
Kinvtr  heathy  not  far  from  Kcderminfier^  and 
day -light  being  gone^  wMer  was  at  a  puzzle 
in  the  w^y. 

Here  His  Majefiy  made  a  Standi  and  con- 
(iilted  with  the  Duke^  Barlof  Derby ^  Lord  Wil- 
tnoty  Sec.  whither  He  might  march  at  leaft  to 
take  fome  hours  reft  5  The  Earl  of  Derby  told 
H^  Maje/lj^  chat  in  his  flight  from  Wiggan  to 
Worcefier^  he  had  met  witha  perfcdi  honeft 
man,  and  a  great  convenience  ot  concealment 
at  Bo fccheihoufe{hcf ore  mentioned^)  but  with- 
all  acquainted  the  King,  it  was  a  Recufmts 
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houfe  •,  And  it  was  fuggeftcd,  that  chofc  peo-  ^ 
pie  (being  accuftom  d  to  ptrkcution  and  fcar- 
ches )  were  moft  like  to  have  the  readieft 
means  and  lafeft  contrivances  to  preferveHim  j 
Hts  Majifty  therefore  inclin  d  to  go  thither* 

The  Lord  Talht  being  made  acquainted 
there  wichj  md  dnLU^  IValker  dubious  of  the 
w.^y^  call'd  for  Mr.  Charles  Gifardy  (a  faithful 
Snbjtrd^  and  of  the  noble  Family  of  Chillmg-^ 
ton)  to  b^  His  Majejites  conductor^  which  of- 
fice Mr.  G:faid  willingly  undertook^  having 
one  TMi's  a  lervant  with  hiaij  very  expert  in 
the  wayes  of  that  Countrey  s  snd  being  come 
near  Stmbridge ,  it  was  under  confideration 
whtther  His  ^ayjly  (houid  march  through 
that  Town  or  no,  and  refolved  in  the  affirrjiwi- 
tive^and  that  all  about  His  Perfon  (hould  fpeak 
French,  to  prevent  any  difcovery  of  His  M^- 
;>/?/>jprefence. 

Mean  time  Gen.  Lrflej  \v\i\\  the  Scottifh 
Horfe  had,  in  the  clof©  ot  the  Evening,  taken 
the  more  dired  way  North -ward  by  Nmpm  ^ 
His  Maje/ij  being  left  onely  attended  by  the 
Duke  ot  Buckingham^  Earl  ot  Derhj^  Earl  of 
LauderdailXord  TalhctXoxd  WilmotyCoX.Tho. 
Blague^QoX.SdwardRolcarrock^MxM^rmaduke 
Darcy^Mu  Richard  Larte,  Mr. William  Armorer^ 
(fince  Knighted)  Mr.  Hugh  May  ^Mr.  Charles 
Giffard^Mr.teter  Street^  and  fome  others^  in  ah 
about  tfo.  Horfe.  B4  A 
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At  a  houfe  about  a  mile  beyond  iturbridge , 
His  Majcfty  drank  and  eat  a  cruft  o[  breads  the 
houfe  affording  no  better  provifion  •,  and  ^s  his 
Majeflywdc  on^  he  difcourfed  with  Col.  Rof- 
€arr$ck  touching  Bojcobel  houfe^  and  the  means 
of  fecurity  which  the  Earl  of  Dcrhj  and  he 
found  at  that  place. 

However  Mr.  Giffard  humbly  propofed  to 
a.ny  His  Majejlj  ^x\\xo  WhiteUdtes  (another 
feat  of  the  G'jf^r^O  lying  but  half  a  mile  be- 
yond Bo[cebtl^  where  He  might  repofe 
Himfelf  for  a  whilcjand  then  take  fuch  further 
refolution^  as  His  Majefiy  and  Council  iliould 
think  fit. 

This  Houfe  is  diftant  about  26.  miles  from 
Worcefter^  and  ftill  1  eteins  the  ancient  name  of 
HhiteUdiesj  from  its  having  formerly  been  a 
Monaftery  of  Ciftertian  Num,  whofe  habit  was 
of  that  colour* 

His  Majrfij  and  his  Retinue  (being  fafely 
condoled  thither  by  Mr.  G/jf4r^J  alighted, 
novv^  as  they  hop'd,  out  of  danger  of  any  prc- 
fent  furprife  by  purfuit  •,  George  Fe^derel(yvho 
was  a  fervmtin  the  houfe)  opened  the  Dores, 
and  after  His  MajeHj  and  the  Lords  were  en- 
tered the  houfe.  His  Majefiies  horfe  was 
brought  into  the  hall,  and  by  this  time  it  was 
about  break  of  d^ay  on  Thurfday  morning:  Here 
every  one  was  in  a  fad  confulthowto  efcape 
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the  fury  ot  bloud-thirfty  EoemieSj  but  th^ 
greateft  follicitudc  was  to  fave  the  Kin^^  vvho 
was  both  hungry  and  tired  with  this  long  and 
hafty  march. 

Mr.  G/jjf^r^prefently  fent  for  Rich:Penderd^ 
wholiv'd  neer  hand  at  Hobbal  Grange ^znd  CoU 
Jlufcdnock  caufed  Bartholmerv  Martin^  a  boy  in 
the  houfe^to  be  fent  to  Bofcobel  for  Wih  Pen- 
derel  •,  Rich:  came  firft,  and  was  immediately 
fent  back  to  bring  a  fuite  of  his  Clothes  for 
the  King,  and  by  that  time  he  arriv'd  with 
them.  Will:  came,  and  both  were  brought  into 
the  Parler  to  the  Earl  oi Derby ^  who  immedi- 
ately carryed  them  into  an  inner  Parler(where 
the  King  was,)  and  told  WtU:  Penderel^  This  is 
the  King  (pointing  to  His  Majefty) /^^/^  mujl 
have  a  care  of  Htm^  and  preferve  Him  04  thou 
did(l  me  •,  And  Mn  Gtjfard  did  alfo  much  con- 
jure Rich:io  have  a  fpecial  care  of  his  Charge? 
to  which  Commands  the  two  brotheis  yeelded 
ready  obedience. 

Whilfti?/r^;  and  ^VZf.-were  thus  fent  for. 
His  Ma  jefty  had  been  advifed  to  rub  his  hands 
on  the  back  of  the  Chimney,  and  with  theip 
his  face,  for  a  difgUife  ,  and  fome  perfon 
had  difordcrly  cut  off  His  Locks  of  hzvciHis 
Ar4j>/?jf, (having  put  off  his  blue  Ribband,BufF- 
coat,  and  other  Princely  ornaments,and  diftri- 
buted  the  Gold  he  had  in  his  pocket  among 

his 
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ills  fcrvancs)  put  on  a  noggcn  courle  (hire 
which  was  borrowed  of  Mdw.  Martm ,  who 
lived  in  the  houfe,  and  Rich:  PendercU  green 
Suicand  Leather  Doublet^  buc  had  not  time 
to  be  fo  exadly  difguiied  as  he  was  after- 
wards 5  for  both  Will:  and  Rtch:  Penderel  did 
advertife  the  company  to  make  hafte  away,  in 
regard  there  was  a  Troop  of  Rebels  comman- 
ded by  Col,  Ajhe^hurftyqnzimd  at  Coffal^b\it 
three  miles  diftant  5  fome  of  which  Troop 
came  to  thchoufe  within  half  an  hour  after 
the  Company  were  gone. 

Rich:  Penderel  conduced  the  King  out  at  a 
back  dore^  unknown  to  moft  of  the  company, 
(except  fome  of  the  Lords  andCol.  Rofcanock, 
who  with  fad  hearts^but  hearty  praycrs>  took 
leave  of  Him)  and  carried  him  into  an  adjacent 
wood  belonging  to  Sofcohel,  calFd  prif$g  Cop^ 
ficeydbout  half  a  mile  from  ^'hiteUdtes  •,  iviUi- 
amy  Humphrey  and  Ge^r^e  fcouting  abroad^and 
bringing  what  news  they  could  learn  to  His 
Majefij  in  the  wood,  as  occafion  required. 

i/^.4/4j>/?;  being  thus,  as  they  hopcd,in  a 
way  offecurity,theZ)»i&^,  Earl  of  D^r^jf,  Earl 
of  LauderddilyLovd  Talbot  and  the  reft  (having 
Mr.  Giffardiov  their  guide,  and  being  then  not 
above  4o.horfe,of  which  number  Bis  Majcfiies 
pad-nag  was  one,  rode  by  Mr.  Richard  Lane^ 
one  of  the  Grooms  of  the  Bed-chamber) 
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march'd  from  iVhtteUdics  Northward  by  the  ^ 
way  oiNttvporty  in  hope  to  overtake  or  meet 
Gcfj.Lepj  with  the  main  body  ot  Scotch  horfe. 
As  foon  as  they  were  got  into  the  Road,the 
Lord  Levifioniyvho  commanded  Bis  c^fajefiies 
Life  guard)overtook  them,purmed  by  a  party 
of  Rebels^theLords  with  .theij  Followers  taced 
about  and  repclo  them  ^  but  when  they  came 
a  little  beyond  Newpart^Cotnt  oi  Ltlhum's  men 
met  them  in  the  Frontj  other  Rebels  from 
ivorcefler  purfued  them  in  theRcar,themfelve$ 
and  horles  being  fufficiently  tired,  the  Earl  of 
Derhu'Etxloi L^uderdail^lAi*  Charles  Gtffard 
and  lome  others,were  taken  and  carried  prifo- 
ners,firft  to  M^hiuhurchy  and  from  thence  to  an 
Inn  m  Bunbmj^M^htit  Mt. Gtffard  found  means 
to  make  an  efcape  5  but  the  noble  Earl  of  Z>^r- 
hy  was    conveyed  to  ^^efickjier  ^  and  there 
tryed  by  a  pretended  Court  Martial^  held  the 
firft  ot  oSiokr  i  ^5 1  *  by  vertue  of  a  Gommif- 
fion  from  Cromwell ,  grounded  on  an  exe- 
crable Rump-  A£fy  of  the  i  z.of  AuguH  then  laft 
paft.the  very  title  whereot  cannot  be  mentio- 
ned without  horror ,  but  it  pretended  mofl 
traiterourty    to  frohihit  cprrejpmdence    mth 
Chares  Stuart  (their  lawful  Soveraign) 
under  fendtj  of  high  Treafon^  lojs  of  life  and  e- 
(iate  ~  Prodigious  Rebels  1 
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In  this  black  Tribunal  there  fate,  as  Judges, 
thefeperfons^and  under  thefe  titles  .•

This  was  the  Authority,  and  fomc  of  thefe 
the  perfons  that  condemned  this  noble  Earl  to 
death,  notwithftanding  hisjuft  Plea,  Tbathe^ 
had  Quarter  give»  him  bj  one  Capt.  Edge,  who 
took  htm  prtfoner.  But  this  could  not  obtain . 
Tuftice;^  nor  any  Interceffion,  mercy  •,  So  that 

on 
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on  the  1 5.  of  the  fame  October ^  He  was  execu-  \ 
ted  at  Beulton  in  Lancajhire^  in  a  moft  barba- 
rous and  inhumane  manner. 

The  Earl  of  Lauderdail  with  feveral  others 
were  carried  pr  if  oners  to  the  Tower  and  after- 
wards to  Windfer-cdjlk^  where  they  continued 
iJivers  years. 

Whilft  the  Rebels  were  plundring  thefe  no- 
ble perfonSjthe  Duke  with  the  Lord  Levifion^ 
Col.  Bla^ue^  Mr.  Marmaduke  Darcj^  and  Mr* 
Hugh  Majy  forfoook  the  road^  and  betook 
themfelvs  to  a  by-way  and  got  into  CheQardine 
rvoods ^xxotizx  {lomNcrPfort^v^htxt  they  received 
fome  refrefhment  at  a  little  obfcure  houfe^and 
afterwards  met  with  two  honeft Laborers  inan 
adjoining  wood^  to  whom  they  communicated 
the  exigent  and  diftrelTe  which  the  fortune 
of  war  had  reduc'd  them  to,  and  finding  them 
like  to  prove  faithful,  the  Duke  thought  fit  to 
imitate  his  RoyallMafter,  quitted  hishorfe, 
deliverd  his  George  (which  was  given  him  by 
the  Queen  oi England)  to  Mr.  Ma^j  (who  pre- 
ferved  it  through  all  difficulties,  and  after  re- 
ftor'd  it  to  his  Grace  in  Holland)  and  chang'd 
habit  with  one  of  the  Workmen  5  and  in  this 
difguife  was  conveyed  by  one  Nich.  Mathem  a 
Carpenter,  to  the  houfe  of  Mr.  Hawley  an 
hearty  Cavalier  at  Bilfirop  in  N^ttinghamfhire^ 
'  fi'om  thence  to  theh^dy  Villkrs  houfe  UBrooks- 
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bj  inLeiceJierP}ire^ztidiiiteiL  many  hardftiips  and 
encounters,  his  Grace  got  fccure  to  London, 
and  from  thence  to  His  Majefty  m  France. 

At  the  fame  time  the  Lord  Levi(lon/CoL 
SlagtK,  Mt.Darcyy  and  Mr.  May,  all  quitted 
their  horfes,  feverally  (hifted  for  themfelves, 
and  fome  of  tfeemjthrough  various  dangers  and 
fiifFcrings,  contrived  their  efcapes  5  In  particu- 
lar Mr.  Afaj  wasforc'd  to  lye  21.  dayes  in  a 
hay-mow  belonging  to  one  Bold  ,  an  honcft 
husband  man,  who  liv'd  neer  chejjardw  . 
Bold  having  all  that  timeRebel-fouldiers  quar- 
tered ia  his  houfe ,  yet  faild  not  to  give  a  con- 
ftant  relief  to  his  more  welcom  Gueft  •,  and 
when  the  Coaft  was  clear  of  SouldierSjMr. 
May  came  to  London  on  foot  in  a  difguife. . 

The  Lord  74/^tf^(feeing  no  hope  of  rally- 
ing,) hafted  towards  his  Fathers  houfe  ztLong- 
fordaeev  Newport,  where  being  arriv'd,he  con- 
vey *d  his  horfe  into  a  neighbours  barn,but  was 
immediately  purfued  by  theRebels  who  found 
the  horfe  fadled,  and  by  that  concluded  my 
Lord  to  be  not  far  off  jfo  that  they  fearch  d 
Ze/^^tf;-^ houfe  narrowly,  and  fome  of  them 
continued  in  it  four  or  five  dayes  ^  during  all 
which  time  my  Lord  was  in  a  clofe  place  in  one 
of  the  outhoufeSjalmoft  ftyfl'd  for  want  of  air, 
and  had  periihd  for  want  of  food,  tod  he  not 
been  once  relieved  in  the  dead  of  night,  and 

withf^ 
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with  much  difficulty  by  a  fervant  ;  yet  his  ^ 
Lordihip  thought  it  a  great  providence  jcven 
by  thefe  h^rdftiips,  to  efcape  the  fury  ot  fuch 
enemies, who  fought  the  deftrudion  of  theNo- 
bility,  as  well  as  of  their  King. 

In  this  interim  the  valiant  Earl  of  ClevtUnd, 
/'who  being  above  <5o.  years  of  age,  bad  mar- 
ched 1 1  dayes  together  upon  a  trotting  horfe) 
had  alfo  made  his  efcape  from  WorctHer,  when 
all  the  fighting  work  was  overjand  was  got  to 
Woedcot  in  Shr»f{hire,  whither  he  was  purfued, 
and  taken  at  one  Mris.  Broughtem  houfe. 

The  Scfftch  Cavalry  (having  no  place  to  re- 
treat unto  neerer*  then  Scotland^)  were  foon 
after  totally  difperfed,  and  moft  of  them  ta- 
ken by  thtRebels  and  Country  people  in  Cbt' 
fhne^  fancafhire^  and  parts  adjacent. 

Thus  was  this  Rojal  Armf  totally  fubdued , 
thus  difperfed  %  mi  if  in  this  fo  important  af- 
fair an .  one  of  the  ScottifliCommandersv^rg 
treacherous  at  mrceftertyUs  fome  fufpededjhe- 
has  a  great  account  to  make  for  the  many  years 
miferies  that  enfued  thereby  to  both  Nations, 
under  the  tyrannical  government  of  CromweL 

But  to  return  to  the  duty  of  my  attendance 
on  His  Sacred  Majefty  in  Spring  Copfice-jBy  that 
time  Rfchi  Pender  el  had  convey'd  Him  into  the 
obfcureft  part  of  it,  it  was  about  fun-rifing  on 
thurfday  morning,  and  the  heavens  wept  bit- 
terly

/   terly  atthefe   calamities  5   infomuch  as  the 
thickcft  tree  in  the  wood  was  not  able  to  keep 
Hu  Majefiydty,  nor  was  there  any  thing  for 
Him  to  fit  on  5  Wherefore  Rich:  went  to  Fran- 
cis rates  houfc^  fa  trufty  neighbour  who  mar- 
ried his  wifes  fifter)  where  he  borrowed  a 
blancket^  which  he  folded  and   laid  on  the 
ground  under  a  Tree  for  His  Majefly  to  fit  on# 
At  the  fame  time  iJ/ci&:fpoke  to  the  good- 
wife  r^ffs, to  provide  fome  viduals,  and  bring 
ic  into  the  wood  at  a  place  he  appointed  her^ftie 
prefently  made  ready  a  mefs  of  milk  and  fome 
butter  and  eggs^and  brought  them  to  His  Ma- 
jefij  in  the  wood-,  Who  being  a  little  furpriz'd 
to  fee  the  woman  fno  good  concealer  of  a  fe- 
cretjfaid  chearfuUy  to  her  -,  goodmman ,  Can 
yoH  be  faithful  to  a  diBreffed  Cavalier  ?  She  an- 
fwered^r^i  sir  J  will  die  rather  then  difcoveryoKi 
with  which  anfwer  H^  Ma]:  was  wel  fatisfied. 

The  Lord  mlmot  in  the  interim  took  ^ohn 
penderel  for  his  guide,  but  knew  not  determi- 
nately  whither  to  goe^purpofing  at  firft  to  have 
march'd  North  war  dSj  but  as  they  pafsed  by 
Bremod  Forge ^  the  forgemen  made  after  them, 
till  being  told  by  one  RichDutton^  that  it  was 
CohCrompton  whom  they  purfued,the^^/^^^^ 
happily ,upon  that  miftake^quitted  the  chafe. 

Soon  after  they  narrowly  efcaped  a  party  of 
Rebels  as  they  palfed  by  Coven- bro$k  5  fo  that 

fee- 
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feeing  danger  on  every  lide^and  fobn  meeting 
with  ^il:  ff^alker{a  crufty  neighboiir5)coniniic- 
ted  my  Lord  to  his  care  and  council^  who  for 
prefent  conveyed  them,  into  a  dry  marUpic 
(where  they  (laid  a  whib)and  afterward  to  one 
Mr.Huml?acks  houfe  at  BnnsforaySc  pat  their 
horfes  into^(?^;^£i/4^x  barn^whilfl  foh/^  Pcnde- 
r^/goes  to  tvolverhampton  to  fee  what  conveni- 
ence he  could  find  tor  my  Lords  coming  thi- 
ther,  but  met  with  none^the  Town  being  full 
ofSouldiers. 

Yet  ^ohn  leaves  no  means  uneffayed^haftens 
to  Northcot^i^n  adjacent  village)  and  there^ 
whilft  he  was  talking  with  Goodwife  Undethil  (a 
neighbour5)m  the  inftant  Mr.  J'ohn  rnddleflon 
(a  fojourner  at  Mr.  Thomas  whitgreavts  oi 
Mofelei^md  of  5f^<?6;?^  acquiiatance)was  acci- 
dentally paffing  by,  to  whom  fohn  (well  afla- 
redof  hi5  integrity,)  prefently  addrcfl'es  him- 
felf  &  his  bufinefs, relates  to  him  the  fad  news 
of  the  defeat  ofHisMajeftiesArmy  nwoHeftfr^ 
and  difcovers  in  what  ftrait  and  coafufiun  he 
had  left  His  Majefty  and  his  followers  ^nH^hite^ 
Udies^  and  in  parcioilat  that  he  had  brought 
thence  a  perfon  of  Qaality,(for/i//r;^  then  knev? 
not  who  my  Lord  was)  to  Huntbxche$  houfe, 
wh3,  without  prefent  relief,  would  be  in  great 
danger  ot  being  taken. 

Mr  Htiddk(lon  goes  home  forthwith^  takes 
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Johnmi\\  him  and  acquaints  ^^.Whitgreave 
with  the  bufioefs^who  tretly  relblv'd  to  ven- 
ture allj^  rather  then  fuch  a  perfon  (hould  mif- 
carry- 
Hereupon  Mr.  Whttgreave  repaires  to  Hunt- 
haches  hoafe^  fpeaks  with  my  Lord,  and  gives 
diredion  how  he  (hould  be  privately  convcy'd 
into  his  houfe  at  Mofeky  about  ten  of  the  clock 
at  night  ^  and,  though  it  fo  fell  out  that  the 
cjiredions  were  not  pundually  obferv'd,  yet 
niy  Lord  and  his  man  were  at  laft  brought  in- 
to the  houfcjwhere  Mr.whitgreave  (after  fome 
refreftiment  given  them)  conveys  them  into  a 
iecret  place,  wtiich  my  Lord  admiring  for  its 
excellerit  contrivance,  and  follicitous  for  His 
yia^j^t{i[Qs(zkiYy  faid,  1  would  give  a  world  mj 
friend  (meaning  the  King)  were  here  •,  and  then 
depofited  in  Mr.  lyhitgreaves  cuftody  a  little 
|)ag  of  Jewels,  which  my  Lord  received  again 
at  his  departure. 

As  foon  as  it  was  day  Mr.  ^hitgreave  fent 
jfilliam  ivalker  with  my  Lords  horfes  toiiis 
opighbour  QoYjohn  Lane  of  Bent  ley  near  fval- 1 
\4y  Souch-eaft  from  Mofelej  about  four  miles, 
(whom  Mr-  nkitgreave  knew  to  be  a  right  ho* 
jieft  Gentleman,  and  ^rcady  to  contribute  any 
affiftance  to  fo  charitable  a  work)  and  wifli'd 
wdk^r  to  acquaint  the  Colonel,  that  they  be- 
Ippg'd  to  fome  eminent  Perfon  about  the 
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King,  whom  he  could  better  fecure  than  the 
horles  :The  CoK  willingly  receives  them,  aad 
fends  word  to  Mr.  p^hitgreave  to  meet  him 
that  night  in  a  Clofe  not  far  from  Mofeley,  in 
order  to  the  tender  ot  farther  fervice  to  the 
:  owner  of  the  horfes,  whofe  name  neither  the 
Colonel  nor  Mr.  ivhitgreavc  then  knew. 

On  Thmfdaj  night,  when  it  grew  dark^  His 
Majefty  refolv'd  togo  from  thofe  parts  into 
Wales^  and  to  take  JRuhard  Penderel  with  him 
for  His  guide  ^  but,  before  they  began  their 
journy,  His  Majefty  went  into  Richards  houfe 
at  Hobbal  Grdnge^\^\\txt  the  oldGoodwife  Pen-- 
derH\\zd  not  onely  the  honour  to  fee  Flis  Ma- 
jefty,but  to  fee  Him  attended  bv  her  foB  Rich- 
ard: Here  His  Majefty  had  tui^  and  means 
better  to  complete  His  oiiguife-.  His  Name 
was  agreed  to  be  ml.  Jones,  and  HiS  arms  a 
wood  Bill  .•  In  this  pofture  about  nine  a  Clock 
at  night  (after  fom.e  refrefhment  taken  in  the 
houfe)  His  Majefty,  with  His  trufty  fervant 
Richard^bQ^m  their  journey  on  foot,  refolving 
to  go  that  night  to  Madelej  in  shrof  fbire  about 
five  miles  from  fihiteladies^and  within  a  mile  of 
the  Klvcx  Severn ^ovev  which  their  way  lay  for 
^4/^i-,  in  this  Village  lived  one  Mr.  i^olf^  an 
boneft  Gentleman  of  il/^W^^  acquaintance. 

His  Majefty  had  not  been  long  gone^but  the 
Lord  Wilmet  Cent  ^chn   Penderel  from  Mr. 
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Wh  tgreaves  to  whiteUdies  and  Bofcohel^io 
jknow  in  what  Gfcurity  the  King  was,  ^ohn  re- 
tu  ned  and  acquainted  ^^y  Lordthzz  His  Mije- 
{\y  was  marched  trom  thtnce ;  Hereupon  my 
Lord  began  to  confider  which  way  himfelf 
fliould  remove  with  lafeny. 

Col.La^e^hxvm^  teemed  my  Lords  horfes, 
and  being  come  to  Mefeley  accordmg  to  ap- 
pointment on  Friday  night,was  brought .  pto 
myLordby  Mi^./^f'hngreave,  and  (atcermur 
tuillalutarion)  acquainted  him,  that  his  fifter 
y[xs:  Jane  Lane  Dad  bv  accident  procured  a 
Pafs  trom  fome  Commander  of  the  Rebels, 
for  her  felf  and  a  man  to  go  to  Br^fiol  to  fee 
her  fifter,  then  neir  her  time  ot  lying  in  •,  and 
freely  offered,  if  His  Lordlliip  thought  fit,  he 
mii^ht  make  ufe  of  it ,  which  my  Lord  feem'd 
inciinabte  to  accept;  and  on  Saturdy  nii^hc 
was  conducted  by  Col.  lanes  man  (himfelf 
not  being  we!l)ro  the  Colonels  houfear  Benu 
ley^  His  LordOrp  then  and  not  before  difcove- 
ring  his  Name  to  Mr.  yvhttgreave^zn^  giving 
him  many  thanks  tor  fo  great  3  kindnefs  iq  fo 
imminent  a  danger. 

Pefore  His  Majefty  came  to  Madchy^He  met 
l^j'ith  an  A  favoured  encounter  at  Bvelin  Mill 
being  abgut  2.  miles  from  thence  •,  The  Mil- 
ler Ot  f?!?ins)  w.iS  an  hone(t-m.an,but  H  s  Ma- 
bfly  m^JLkhatd  knew  it  notj  and  had  then  in 
^  '  bis 
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his  hou^e  fome  confiderable  peitons  ot  His  3 
M^^jtfties  Army,  who  took  flielter  there  in 
ixtix  ^  ^\MUQmVVorceflery  and  had  not  becrt 
long  m  the  Mill;  fo  chat  the  Miller  was  upon 
his  watch,  ind  /J/r^^r^ unhappily  permitting  a 
gate  to  clap  through  which  they  pafled,  gave 
occalion  to  the  Miller  to  come  our  ofthe  MiU 
and  boldly  ask  rvho  is  there?  /?/(r^W,  think- 
ing the  Miller  had  purfued  them,  quitted  the 
ufual  way  in  fame  hafte,  and  led  His  Majefty 
over  a  little  brook,  which  they  were  forced  to 
wade  through,  and  which  contributed  mucl* 
towards  the  furbating  and  galling  His  Maje^ 
ftics Feet. Here  Hs  v^ajefty  (as he  atterward? 
pleafantjy  obfervcd)  was  ui  fome  danger  of-  lo- 
fing  his  Guide^but  that  the  rtrumg  of  Richards 
calves- skin  breeches  was  the  brft  direct ionf 
His  Majefty  had  to  follow  him  in  that  datk 
night. 

They  arrived  at  i^^ie/^y  about  ^^idnight^^ 
Richard ^ots  to  siX.  VFoolfs  houfe, where  th^y 
were  all  in  bed^knocks  them  up  and  acquaincs 
'h^x.i^oolf^  Daughter,  (who  came  to  the  doi*e) 
that  the  King  was  there,  who  prefently  recei- 
ved him  into  the  houfe,where  His  \  aj'efty  re- 
;  frefhed  himfelffor  fome  timje-,  but  uttder- 
•  ftanding  the  Rebels  kept  feveral  Guards  upoo' 
Seavern^m^  it  being  fear  d  that  fome  6f  their 
party  (of   which   many  fre(|aently  jaflfed 
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^through  the  Town.)  might- quarter  at  the 
houfe^Cas  had  o  ften  hapned^)  it  was  apprehen- 
ded uafafe  for  His  Majeftyto  lodge  in  the 
houte  (which  afforded  no  fecrct  place  for  con- 
ceahiienr, )  but  rather  to  retire  into  a  barn  near 
adjoyning^as  lelTe  liable  to  the  danger  of  a  fur- ^  i 
prife,  whither  His  Majeftywent  accordingly,  '' 
and  conaniied  there  all  the  day  foUowingyHis 
fervanc  Richard  attending  him. 

During  His  Majeflies  flay  in  the  Barn,  Mr. 
^^oolfh'dd  often  conference  with  him  about  His 
intended  journey,  and  in  order  thereto  took 
care  by  a  truily  fervant  (fent  abroad  for  that 
purpofe,)  to  inform  himfelf  more  particularly 
of  thofe  guards  upon  Severn^  and  had  certain 
word  brought  him,  that  not  only  the  bridges 
were  fecured,  but  all  the  PaiTage- boats  feiz  d 
on-,  Infomuchas  he  conceived  it  very  hazar- 
dous for  His  Majefty  to  profecuteHisdefiga 
for  H^aks^hxit  rather  to  go  to  Bofcobclhoufe^hz- 
ing  the  moft  retired  place  for  concealment  in 
all  the  Country,  and  to  ft  ay  there  till  an  i^-^ 
portunity  of  a  further  fafe  conveyance  could  > 
be  found  out  5  which  advice  His  Majefty  incli- 
ned to  approve:  And  thereupon refolv'd  for 
Bofcohel  the  night  following  ►,  in  the  mean  time 
His  hands  not  appearing  fufficiently  difcolour- 
ed, Suitable  to  His  other  difguife,  Mrs*  ^^oolf 
provided  Walnut-tree  leaves,  as  the  readieft 
cxpedicnc  for  that  purpofe.  The 
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The  day  being  oi^er,  H;s  vrajefty  adveotdf'd'^' 
CO  come  again  irlco  the  houCcwhere  having  for 
fooie  rime  rehelhed  himfelfjand  being  iurrtidi- 
ed  with  conveniences  for  His  Journey^  (which 
was  conceiv'd  co  be  fafer  on  foot  than  by  horfe) 
He^wich  his  faichfal guide  JRuBard/dhom  1  i.of 
*the  Clock  at  night;,  fet  forth  towards  Bofcokl- 
About  three  of  the  Clock  oil  Saturday  mof"^ 
ning,  being  come  near  the  houfe^  Richard  ltd 
His  Maje/lj  in  the  wood^  \vhilft  he  went  in  to 
fee  if  no  fouldiers  were  there  or  other  danger ; 
.  Where  he  found  Col.  Will.  Carlis,  (who  had 
feen,  not  the  laft  man  born^  but  the  laft  man 
kil'd  at  ^orcefieryand)  who,  hairing  with  muctt 
difficulty,  made  his  efcape  from  thence^  was 
got  into  his  own  ncighboiir-hcK)d5a!id  for  fom6 
time  concealing  him feif  in  Bofcohelmod^  was 
come  that  moriiing  to  the  Houfe  to  get  foiifd 
relief  of  m/lUm  PcnderelHs  old  acquaintance^ 
Richard  having  acquainted  the  CoLthat  the 
King  was  in  the  wood,  the  Col.  with  Willidrd 
and  Richard  goe  prefently  thither  to  give 
their  attendance^where  they  found  Bis  Maje- 
(ly  fitting  on  the  root  of  a  tree,  who  vs^as  gl^d 
to  fee  the  CoL  and  came  with  them  into  the 
houfejand  did  there  eat  bread  and  cheele  hear- 
tily^  and  (as  an  Extraordinary )^^////4;^  Pe^de- 
rels  wife  made  His  Majeftj  aPoflet^  of  thffl 
milk  md  fmsl  l^eer^asd  got  ready  fam§  mnn 
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Awater  to  wafh  His  feei,  not  onely  extreme  dir- 
ty^but  much  galled  with  travail. 

The  Col.  puU'd  oS  His  A^ajefiie^  (hoos, 
which  were  full  of  gravely  and  ftockens  which 
were  very  wet,  and  there  being  no  other  (hoos 
in  the  houfe  that  would  dzHis  Majefty^  the 
good  wife  put  fonme  hot  embers  in  thofe  to  dry 
themvvhilftj  is  M^jepeskct  were  wafhing 
and  his  ftockens  ftiitted. 

Being  thus  a  little  refreflied,  the  Colonel 
perfwaded  His  Majejly  to  go  back  into  the 
wood,  (fuppofing  it  fatcr  then  the  houfe,) 
where  the   Colonel  made  choice  of  a  thict 
leafed  Oak,  into  which  f^tUiam  and  Richard 
help'd  them  both  up^  and  brought  them  fuch 
provifion  as  they  could  get,  with  a  cuQiion  for 
Bis  Majelij  to  fit  on-,  the  Col.  humbly  defi-, 
red  His  Majejlj^y^^ho  had  taken  little  or  no  reft 
the  two  preceding  nights)  to  feat  himfelf  as  ea- 
lily  as  he  could  m  the  tree,and  reft  his  head  on 
the  Colonels  bp,  who  was  watchful  that  His 
Majefty  might  not  fall  5  In  this  Oak  they  con- 
tinued moftpart  of  that  day,  and  in  that  po- 
fture  His  Majefty  flumbred  away  fome  part  of 
the  time,  and  bore  all  thefe  hardihips  and  af- 
iidions  with  incomparable  patience. 

in  the  Evening  they  returned  tothe  houfe? 
wfitse  '  ilium Penderel  zcqmmcd  HisMaj.efty 
with  the  fecret  plaee^wherein  the  Earl  @f  Der- 
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bj  bad  been  fecured^which  His  Majefty  liked  fa 
well,that  He  refolv d,  whilft  he  ftaid  ihere^  to 
truft  onely  to  that,  and  go  no  more  into  the 
Jtoyaloak^  as  from  hence  it  muft  be  cal'd, 
where  he  could  not  fo  much  as  fit  at  eafe. 

His  'J  a]  eft  J  now^finding  himfelf  in  a  hopeful 
fecurity,pcrmitted^///»P^^^^r^/  to  fliaveriim^ 
and  cut  the  hair  ot  his  head,  as  fhort  at  top  as 
the  Sciffers  would  do  it,but  leaving  fome  about 
the  earSj  according  to  the  Country  mode  % 
Col.  Carlis  attending,  told //^ /^/4j^j?^3  ^ilL 
rvas  but  d  mean  Barber  •,  To  which  ///^  (JMaie-- 
fly  amwercd.  He  had  never  beenfhavdby  any 
parber  before:  The  King  bad  f^'tlLhmn  the 
Hair  which  he  cue  ofF^but  ^///.was  only  difobe- 
dientin  th^l.,  for  he  kept  a  good  part  of  it  ^ 
wherewith  he  has  fince  pleafur'd  fome  perfons 
of  Honor^and  is  kept  as  a  civil  Relique, 

Humphrey  I'enderel  was  this  Saturday  dcfign'd 
to  go  to  Shefnal,  to  pay  fome  taxes  to  one 
Capt#  Broadway  •,  At  whofe  houfe  he  met  with 
a  Colonel  of  the  Rebels,who  was  newly  come 
from  Worcefier  in  purfuit  of  the  King,and  who 
being  inform'd  His  M  ijefty  had  been  at  White- 
ladies^  and  that  Humphrey  was  a  near  Neighbor 
to  the  place^examin'd  him  ftridly^and  laid  be- 
fore him,  as  wel  the  penalty  for  concealingfthe 
King, which  was  death  without  mercy  5  as  the 
leward  for  difcovering  him^  which  (hould  be 
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onethoufand  pounds  certain  pjy^  but  neither 
fear  or  punilhmenc ,  nor  hope  of  reward  , 
was  able^to  icmptHumpbry  into  any  dilloyalty^ 
He  pleaded  ignorance,  and  was  difmifs'd  5 
And  on  Saturday  night  related  to  His  Maje- 
Ay  ^ndth^  loyal  Cohnel  21  BofcobeC^  what  had 
pafs  d  betwixt  him  and  the  Rebel  Colonel  ac 
Shefnal, 

This  night  the  Good- wife( whom  His  Majc- 
fij  was  pleafed  to  call  ^^^j  dame  ^oan)  provided 
fome chickens  for  His  Majepes  fupper^Ca  dain- 
ty He  had  not  lately  been  acquainted  with) 
and  a  little  Pallet  was  pat  into  the  fccret  place 
for  His  A^d]e(ly  to  reft  in  •,  fome  of  the  Bro- 
thers being  continually  upon  duty,  watching 
the  Avenues  of  the  houfe  and  the  Road  way, 
to  prevent  the  danger  of  a  furprife. 

After  Supper  Col  C4r/i^ask'd  His  Majcflf 
what  meat  He  vi^ould  pleafe  to  have  provided 
for  the  morrow  being  Sunday,  His  Majefly  de- 
fired  fome  mutton,  if  it  might  be  had  5  but  it 
was  thought  dangerous  for  William  togo^toa- 
ny  market  to  buy  it,  fincc  his  Neighbours  all 
knewhedid  notufe  to  buy  fuchfor  his  ownr 
dyet,  and  fo  it  might  beget  a  fufpicion  of  his 
having  ftrangers  at  hip  houfe^  But  the  Colonel 
found  another  expedient  to  fatisfie  His  Maje- 
(lies  defires  •,  Early  on  Sunday  morning  he  re- 
pairs to  Mr.  William  Stauntms   {heep-coat;^ 

who 
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who  rented  fome  of  Bofcobel  grounds,  here  he 
chofe  one  of  the  beft  (lieep^  flicks  him  with  his 
dagger,  then  fends  Will,  for  the  mutconj  who 
brings  him  home  on  his  back. 

On  Sunday  morning  {Seft.  the  fcventh)  His 
Ma]efiy  got  up  early  fhis  dormitory  being 
none  of  the  beft,  nor  his  bed  the  eafieil)  and 
near  the  fecrec  place  where  he  lay  had  the  con- 
venience of  a  Gallery  to  walk  in,  where  he 
wasobferv'd  tofpend  fome  timiC  in  his  Devo- 
tions,  and  where  he  had  the  advantage  of  a 
window,  w  hich  furvey'd  the  road  from  To^g  to 
Brmood  •,  Soon  after  His  Majefty  coming  down 
into  the  Parlor^  his  nofe  fell  a  bleeding,  which 
put  his  poor  faithful  fetvants  into  a  greac 
tright,  but  His  Maj^sfty  was  pleafed  foon  to  re- 
move it,  by  telling  them,  Ic  often  did  fo. 

As  foon  2s  the  m.utton  was  cold,  ^^iffiammt 
ic  up  and  brought  a  Leg  of  it  into  the  Parlor^ 
His  Majefly  call'd  for  a  Knife  and  a  Trencher^ 
and  cut  fome  of  it  into  Collops  and  prick'd 
them  with  the  Knifes  poinr,  thtn  called  for  a 
Frying- pan  and  butter,  and  fry'd  the  Gollops 
himfelf,  ofwhichheatc  heartily,  CoUCarlu 
the  while  being  but  Under-ccok,  (and  that 
honour  enough  too)  made  the  fire  and  turned 
the  Collops  in  the  Pan. 

When  the  O/^;?^/ afterwards  attended  His 
MmHy  m  Fraffce^  HisMaje^y  calling  to  re- 
mem- 
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membrance  this  paflage  among  others,  was 
pleafed  merrily  to  propofe  i(,as  a  Problemati- 
cal Qiieftion,  Whether  Himfelf  or  the  Col» 
were  ctie  Mafter-Cook  at  Bofcobd  -,  ^nd  the  fu- 
premacy  was  oF  tight  adju  Ig'd  to  His  M  ]  My. 

All  this  while  the  other  brothers  of  the  Pen-' 
derels  were  in  their  feveral  ftations^  either 
fcouting  abroad  to  learn  Litelligence,  or  upon 
fome  other  fcrvice;  but  it  fo  pie  is'd  G  3d,thit5 
though  the  fouldiers  had  (ome  Intelligence 
that  His  Maje/iy  had  been  at  WhiteUdies^,  and 
none  that  he  vvas  gone  thence,  yet  this  houfe 
(vvhich  prov  d  a  happy  Cmduary  for  His  M^je- 
fij  in  this  fad  Exigent)  had  not  at  all  been 
fearch'd  during  His  Mijefties  abaad  there  i 
though  that  had  feveral  tmesvchis  perhaps  the 
rather  efcaping^becaufe  the  N  .^ighbours  could 
truly  inform  n^ne  bit  poor  fcrvants  liv'd  here. 

His  Majefiy  fpenc  fome  pirt  ot  this  Lords- 
day  in  Reading  in  a  preccy  Arbour  in  Bofcobel 
garden,which  grew  upon  a  M  >anr,  and  where- 
in there  was  a  (tone  Table  and  Seats  about  it ; 
and  commended  the  pUcc  for  its  retirednefs, 
Ani  having  underftood  b/  ^ibn  Penderel,  that 
the  Lffrd  Wdmot  was  at  Mr  Wntgreaves  houfe, 
(for  "fohn  knew  not  of  his  remv)ve  to  Bemley) 
Jtts  A/^;>/?;  wasdclirous  toiet  my  Lord  hear 
of  Bim,  and  that  He  incended  to  com^  to 
Mofdej  that  night.

To  this  end  ^ohn  was  ftnt  on  Sunday  morn- 
ing to  Mofelij  •,  Bat^  finding  my  Lord  re- 
moved thence,  was  much  troubled,  and  then 
acquainted  Mr.lVhitgrcaveznd  MrHudMefl^r/y 
that  His  M^jefty  wjs  returnd  to  Bojcil^el^  .nd 
the  difaccommodation  He  had  there  •,  where- 
upon they  both  refolve  to  goe  With  ^ohn  to 
Bemkj^  where  having  gain  d  him  an  accefs  to 
my  Lord>  HiS  Lordlhip  defign  d  to  attend  the 
King  that  mght  at  Mofeley^  an4  defired  Mr. 
Whttgreave  to  meet  his  Lordftiip  at  a  place  ap- 
pointed about  1 2»  of  the  cl  ck^  And  Mr.  Hud- 
dlcfion  to  nominate  a  place  where  he  would 
attend  His  M  jcfty  about  one  of  the  clock^thc 
fame  night. 

Upon  this  Intelligence  my  Lord  made  ftay 
of  Mrs.  fane  X^r/^'s  journey  to  Briftoll^tili  His 
Majeftiespleafure  were  known. 

J^ohnTendercl  return  d  loBofcobelln  the  after- 
noon with  intimation  of  this  defign'd  meeting 
with  my  Lord  at  A/(?/e/y,that  night, and  the  place 
which  was  appointed  by  Mv.Huddlcfion,  where 
His  Majefty  ihould  be  expc(atd.  I3ut  His  Ma- 
jefty,  having  not  recovered  his  late  foot- jour- 
ney to  Madcley^  was  not  able  without  a  horfe, 
to  perform  this  to^^  eft  ley  ^v^hkh  was  about  five 
miles  diftant  from  Bofcohl,  and  near  the  mid 
way  from  thence  to  Bent  ley. 

It  was  therefore  concluded  that  His  Majefty

fliould  ride  upon  Humphry  PenderilsMW-hox^^Q 
if  on  Humphry  was  the  Miller  of  Whiteladies 
Mill,)  The  horfe  vvas  taken  up  from  Grafs^and 
accoutred,  not  with  rich  trappings  or  furniture, 
befitting  ib  great  a  King,  but  with  a  pittifull 
old  Saddle  and  a  worfe  bridle. 

When  His  Majefty  was  ready  to  take  horfe, 
Col.  Carlis  humbiy  took  leave  of  Him,  being 
fo  well  knowp  in  the  Country,  that  his  atten- 
dance upon  HisMajefly  would  in  all  probabili- 
ty have  proved  rather  a  disfervice  then  other- 
wife  5  however  his  hearty  prayers  were  not 
wanting  for  His  Majefties  prefervation. 

Thus  then  His  Majefty  was  mounted,  and 
thus  he  rode  towards  Mofeley^  attended  by  all 
the  honefl:  brothers,  mllUm^  John^  Richard^ 
Humphry^  and  George  Fendaeh  and  Francis 
Tates^  each  of  thefe  took  a  Bill  or  pike  ftaff 
on  his  back,  and  fome  of  them  had  piftols  in 
their  pocketS3two  march'd  before;One  on  each 
fide  HisMdjefties  horfejand  two  came  behind 
a  loof  off  •,  their  defign  being  this,  that  in  cafe 
they  (hould  have  been  queftion'd  or  encoun- 
tr'd  but  by  five  or  fix  troopers  or  fuch  like 
fmal  partyjthey  would  have  ihew*d  their  valor 
in  defending,  as  well  as  they  had  done  their  fi- 
delity in  otherwife  ferving  His  Majefty  .•  And 
though  it  was  ne<irMidnight,yet  they  condud- 
edHis Majefty  through  by-ways,for  better  Se- 
curity. After 
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After  Come  experience  had  of  the  horfe, 
His  majefty  complaind,  H  tvas  the  heaviefi 
Dull  ^^dde  he  ever  rode  on ,  Ta  \vh\ch{Humphry 
the  Owner  of  him)  Anfwer'd  (beyond  the  u- 
fuil  notion  ot  a  MiWtXy)  My  Leige  !  Can  jou 
yUme  the  horfe  togoe  hea^vHy^  when  he  has  the 
weight  of  three  Kingdoms  on  his  hack  ? 

When  His  Majefty  came  to  Pen  ford  MilU 
within  two  Miles  of  Mr.  Whitgreaves  houfe. 
His  Guides  defired  Him  to  alight  and  goc  on 
foot  the  reft  of  the  way^  for  more  fecurity,  the 
Foot  way  being  the  more  fecure  and  the  near- 
er^  and  at  laft  they  arrived  at  the  place  appoin- 
ted by  y[K.Huddle(lon,{\v\\{c\\  was  a  little  grove 
of  trees  in  a  Clofe  of  Mr.  Whitgreaves  cal'd 
the  Pit'leafowj)  in  order  to  His  Majefties  be- 
ing privatly  convey'd  into  Mr,  whitgreaves 
houfe  •,  William  Humfhrj  and  George  returned 
with  the  horfe,  the  other  three  attended  His 
Majefty  to  the  Houfe  3  but  His  Majefty,  be- 
ing gon  a  little  way,  had  forgot  (it  feems)  to 
bid  Farewel  to  Wtlliam  and  the  reft,  who  were 
going  back,  fo  He  call'd  to  them  and  hidyMy 
troubles  make  me  forget  mj  felf^  1  thank  you  a{l^ 
and  gave  them  his  hand  to  kifs. 

The  Lord  Wtlmot^  in  purfuance  of  his  own 
appointment,  came  to  the  meeting  place  at 
his  hour,  where  Mr.  Whitgreave  received  him 
and  conveyd  him  to  his  oldchamber,but  hear- 
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ing  nothing  of  the  King  at  his  prefixed 
time^  gave  occafion  to  fufpedl  fome  mif- 
fottune  might  have  befaln  him,  though  the 
nighc  was  very  dark  and  rainy,  which  might 
portibly  be  the  oecafion  of  fo  long  ftiy  -,  Mr. 
Whitgreave  therefore  leaves  my  Lord  in  his 
chamber^and  goes  to  Pit-leafow^  where  Mr, 
Huddleft^n  attended  HisM^jefties  commg^and 
about  two  hours  after  the  time  appointed  His 
Majefty  came,  whom  Mr,  whitgreave  dLnA  Mr. 
Huddle fi0j9 J  convey'dy  with  much  fatistadion 
into  the  houfe  to  my  Lord^who  expeded  him 
with  great  folicitude,  and  prefently  knccld 
down  and  embraced  His  Majcftics  knees,  who 
kifsdmy  Lord  on  the  cheeky  and  askd  him 
carneftly,  what  is  become  of  Bnchngham^Cleve^ 
land  and  ethers  <  To  which  my  Lord  could 
give  little  fatisfadion,  but  hop'd  they  were 
fafe. 

My  Lord  (addreffing  himfelf  to  Mr.  Whit- 
greave and  Mr.  Huddlefion^)  laid,  though  1 
have  conceal dmj  friends  name  all  this  xvhile^ 
now  I  mufl  telljou^  this  is  mj  Ma(ler^jour  Ma^ 
Jier,  andth^  Mafier  ofm  all  ^  not  knowmg  that 
they  underftood  it  was  the  King  •,  Where-  , 
upon  H.s  Majefty  was  pleafed  to  give  his  hand 
to  Mr.  whitgreave  and  Mr.  Hnddle(lon  to  kifs, 
and  told  them  he  had  receiv'd  fuch  ai  Account 
from  my  Lord  WUmot  of  their  fidehty^  that 

he 
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he  (hould  never  forget  it ;  and  prefently  ask'd 
Mr. Whitgreave^tvhere  is  jour  fecret  flace?  which 
being  (hewed  His  Majefty^He  was  well  pleas'd 
therewithjand  remrninginto  my  Lords  cham- 
htx^  fate  down  on  the  bed- fide  5  where  His 
i^ofe  fell  a  bleeding  5  and  then  pull'd  out  of 
his  pocket  a  handkercher/uitable  to  the  reft  of 
his  apparelj  both  courfeand  dirty. 

His  Majeflies  Attire,  as  was  betore  obferv'd 
in  partj  was  then  a  leather- doublet,  a  pair  of 
green  breeches  and  a  Jump-coat  (as  the  Coun- 
try calls  it)  of  the  fame  green,  a  pair  of  his 
ownftockens  with  the  tops  cutoff,  becaufe 
embroader'd,  and  a  pair  of  ftirrop  ftockens, 
which  were  lent  him  at  ^adcley^  a  pair  of  old 
flioos,  cut  and  flafh'd  to  give  cafe  to  his  feer,  an 
old  gray,  greazy  hat  without  /a  lyning,  a  nog- 
gen  (hirt,  of  the  Courfeftlinnen,  His  face  and 
hands  made  of  arecchy  complexion^  by  the 
help  of  the  Walnut-tree  leaves. 

Mr.  HnddUftony  obferving  the  courfnefs  of 
His  Majefiies  fliirt  to  difeafe  him  much  and 
hinder  His  reft,  ask'd  my  Lord,  if  the  King  . 
would  be  pleafcd  to  change  His  fliirt,  which 
His  Majefiy  condefcended  unto,  and  prefently 
put  off  his  courfe  fliirt  and  put  on  a  flexen  one 
of  Mr.  Huddlefions^  who  pul'd  of  His  Maje- 
flies flioosand  ftockens,  and  put  him  on  frefli 
ftockens,  and  dry'd  His  Feet,  where  he  found 
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fome  body  had  innocently  but  indifcreetly  puc 
white  paper^  which,  with  going  on  foot  from 
the  place  where  His  Majejly  alighted  to  the 
houfe^  was  rolFd  betwixt  his  ftockins  and  his 
skin^  and  fervM  to  encrcafe  rather  then  all  wage 
the  forenefTe  of  his  feet. 

Mr*  Whitgreave  had  by  this  time  brought 
up  fome  Bisket  and  a  Bottle  of  Sack.  His  Ma- 
jejtj  ate  of  the  one,  and  drank  a  good  glafle  of 
the  other  ^  and ,  being  thus  refrefti'd  >  was 
pleas'd  to  fay  cheerfully,  /  'am  now  readjfor 
anoihtr  March  5  And  tf  it  pja/l  pleafe  God  once 
more  to  flace  me  in  the  head  of  but  eight  or  ten 
thoufandgoodmen^  of  one  mind^  andrefolvdto 
fight ^  Ijha/I  not  doubt  to  drive  thefe  Rogues  out  of 
my  Kingdoms. 

Ic  was  now  break  of  the  day  onMunday\ , 
morning  the  eighth  of  September^  and  His  Ma^ 
je/lyvjas  defirous  to  take  fome  reft:  In  order  , 
whereto  a  Palet  was  carried  into  one  of  the  fe- ,  I 
cret  places,  where  His  Majejly  lay  down,  but  ' 
refted  not  fo  well  as  His  Hoft  defired^  far  the 
place  was  clofe  and  inconvenient  ^  and  they 
durft  not  adventure  to  put  Him  into  any  bed 
in  an  open  Chamber. 

After  fome  reft  taken  In  the  hole.  His  Ma- 
jefly  got  up,  and  was  pleafed  to  take  notice  of^ 
and  falute  Mr.  Whitgreaves  Mother^  and  (ha- 
ving His  place  of  retreat  ftiU  ready)  fate  be- 
tween 
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twecn  whiles  in  a  Clofec  over  the  Porch  5 
where  He  might  fee  thofe  that  pafs'd  the  road 
by  the  houfe. 

Before  the  Lord  Wilmot  betook  bimfelf  to 
bis  Dormitory^  he  confcrr'd  with  Mr.  Whtt- 
grcave^  and  advifed,that  himfelt  or  Mr,  md- 
dUfton  would  be  alwayes  vigilant  about  the 
houfe  5  and  give  notice  if  any  Souldiers  came^ 
and  (fayes  this  noble  Lord)  if  it  jhould  [0  ^att 
cut  that  the  JRehels  have  inulligencc  of  your  har^ 
beuringanjofthe  Kings  Party^  andjheuldthert^ 
forefutjot^to  any  torture  for  eonfefsiorf^  be  fur  i 
you  di [cover  me  frfl^  tifhich  may  haply  infuch  cafi 
fatispe  them^andpreferve  the  KingrC\\\%viz&  the 
expreflion  and  care  of  a  loyal  Subjed:  ^  wbrthy 
eternal  memory* 

On  Munday  His  Majeiiy  and  iliy  Lord  fe-^ 
folv'd  to  difpatch  ^ohn  Penderel  to  CoL  Ldn^ 
at  Bemleyy  with  dirediofii  for  the  GoL  to  fend 
myLords  horfes  for  him  that  night  about  mid- 
nighty  and  to  exped  him  at  the  ufuali  place  i 
My  Lord  accordingly  goes  to  Bentley  agaisi 
that  nightj  to  make  way  for  His  Majefties  re- 
ception there,purfiiant  to  a  refolution  takefl  tip 
by  His  Majefty  to  goe  Weft ward^  tinder  the 
protection  of  Mrs.  ^ane  Lanes  Paffc  5  it  being 
moft  probable^that  the  Rebels  Wholly  ptrrfa  a 
His  Majefty  Northwards^  and  would  Hot  at  all 
(ufpeia  Mini  gotte  into  the  Weft^i 
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This  Munday  afternoon  Mv.Whitgreave  h^d 
notice  that  fome  Souldiers  were  in  the  neigh- 
borhoodjintending  to  apprehend  him^upon  in- 
formation that  he  had  been  at  WBrcefler  Fight: 
The  King  was  then  lain  down  upon  Mr.  Hud^ 
dkflons  bedj  but  Mr.  whitgreave  pre(ently  fe- 
cures  his  RojalGncfi  inthefecret  place,  and 
my  Lord  alfo,  leaves  open  all  the  Chamber 
dores,  and  goes  boldly  down  to  the  Souldiers, 
afiuring  them  (as  his  Neighbours  alfo  teftifi- 
ed)  that  he  had  not  been  from  home  in  a  fort- 
night thenlaftpaft  ^  with  which  afleveration 
the  Souldiers  were  fatisfied,  and  came  not  up 
fta/rsatalL 

In  this  interval  the  Rebels  had  taken  a  Or- 
net  in  Chefhire^  who  came  in  His  Majefties 
Troop  to  fT^/W^/Z/V/,  and,  either  by  menaces 
or  fome  other  way,  had  extorted  this  confelTi- 
on  from  him  concerning  the  King^  (Whom 
thefe  Bloud-hounds  fought  with  all  poflible 
diligence)  that  he  came  in  company  with  His 
Majefty  to  Whiteladies ,  where  the  Rebels 
were  in  hope  to  find  Him  5  whereupon  they 
pofted  thither  without  ever  drawing  bit,  al- 
moft  kiird  their  horfes,  and  brought  their 
faint-hearted  Prifoner  with  them. 

Being  come  £0  WhiteUdies^  on  Tuefday, 
they  call  for  Mr.  George  Giffard^  who  lived  in 
an  appartiment  of  the'^Houfe,  prefent  a  Piftol 
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pjj  ito  his  breaftj  and  bad  him  confelle  where  the 
^'AKingv^diS^  orhefliould  prefently  dye  ^  Mr, 
L  Jc/jfWwas  too  loyal,  and  too  much  a  Gentle-  • 
^jmantobe  frighted  into  any  infidelity,  refo- 
lutely  denies  the  knowing  any  more,  but  that 
divers  Cavaliers  came  thither  on  Wednefday 
night^ate  up  their  provifion  and  departed,  and 
that  he  was  as  ignorant  who  they  were  as 
whence  they  came,  or  whither  they  went,  and 
beg'd,if  he  muft  dye,  that  they  would  firft 
give  him  leave  to  fay  a  few  prayers.  One  of 
thefe  Villains  anfwered,  ifjou  can  tell  u^  no 
news  of  the  King^  jou  (hall  fay  no  prayers   :  But 
his  difcreet  anfwerdid  fomewhataflwage  the 
fury  of  their  Leader,  yet  they  fearched  every 
corner  of  the  houfe,  broke  down  much  of  the 
Wainfcoat,  and  at  laft  beat  their  Intelligen- 
cer feverely,  for  making  them  lofe  their  la- 
bours* 

r  During  this  Tuefday,  in  my  Lord  wHmots 
•  abfence,  His  Majefty  was  for  the  moft  part  at- 
^  tended  by  Mr.  Huddlefton^  Mr,  Whitgreave 
being  much  abroad  in  the  neighborhood,  and 
MiSyWhitgreave  below  flairs,  both  inquiii- 
tive  after  news,  and  the  motions  of  the  Soul- 
diery^in  order  to  the  prefervation  of  their  Roy- 
al  Guefi  •  the  old  Gentlewoman  was  this  day 
told  by  a  Country  man,  who  came  to  her 
houfe,that  he  heard  the  King^  upon  his  re- 
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treat,  had  beaten  His  Enemies  at  W*rr/>^f(?»- 
trUge,  and  that  there  were  three  Kiags  come 
in  to  his  ailiftance  ^  which  ftory  (he  related  to 
Nis  Majefiy  for  divertifement.  Who  fmih'ng, 
anfwered^  Surely  they  are  the  three  Kings  of  Co- 
\t\n  come  dovpn  from  heaven^  for  I  can.  imagine 
psne  elfe. 

fiis  Majeffy  out  of  the  Clofet  window^cfpy'd 
two  Souldicrs,  whopafs'dby  the  gate  in  the 
Road,  and  told  Mr.  HuddUfion^  he  knew  one 
of  them  to  be  a  Highlander  and  of  his  own  Re- 
giment 5  who  little  thought  his  King  and  Coh-  ^ 
pel  to  be  fo  near. 

And  His  Majeflj  for  entertainment  of  the 
time  was  pleas'd  to  difcourfe  with  Mr*  Huddle- 
flon  the  particulars  of  the  Battle  ot  Worcefier 
(the  (dimt  in  fiibftance  with  what  is  before  rc- 
lited.)  Andbyfome  words  which //^  Jtf4/>- 
^e  let  fall,  it  might  eafily  be  collected  that 
His  Councils  had  been  too  often  fooner  difco- 
vered  to  the  Rtbels,  than  executed  by  His 
loyal  Subjeds. 

Mr.  //Wi/^/?^;^  had  under  his  charge  young 
Sir  ^phn  Prejlon^  MxThomodi  Paljn  and  Mr? 
francis  pynolds^  and  on  this  Tucfday  in  the 
morning  (the  better  to  conceal  //^  Majefties 
|}fiaginthehoure,  and  excufe  his  own  more 
than  ufuall  long  ft  jy  above  ft  airs)  pretended 
llifflff it  tg  bt  ijidifpv^fed  atid  afraid  of  the  foul- 
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dierSj  and  therfore  fethis  fchoUersat  fcveral 
Garret  windows,  that  furveyd  the  roades,  to 
watch  and  give  notice  when  they  faw  any 
Troopers  coming  s  This  fervice  the  youths 
perform' very  diligently  all  day,  and  at  night 
when  they  were  at  Supper,  Sir  fohn  call'd  up- 
on  his  Companions,  and  faid  (more  truly  then 
he  imagin'dj)  Come  Lads^  Let  tu  cat  Uflily^  for 
we  have  been  ufor}  the  It fc- guard  to  daj. 

On  Tnefday  night  between  twelve  and  one 
of  the  clock.  The  Lord  Wilmot  fent  Col.  Lane 
to  attend  His  Maje/Ij  to  Bentlej,  Mr.  whit- 
greave  meets  the  Col  at  the  place  appointed, 
and  brings  him  to  the  corner  of  his  Orchard, 
Where  the  C(?^/?r/ thought  fit  to  ftay'whil'ft 
Mr.  Whitgreave  goes  in  and  acquaints  the  King 
that  he  was  come  .•  Whereupon  His  Majeflj 
prefently  took  his  leave  of  Mrs.  Whitgreave^ 
falutedherand  gave  her  many  thanks  {or  his 
entertainment,but  was  pleas'd  to  be  more  par- 
ticular with  Mr.  nhitgreave  and  Mr.  Huddle- 
fton^  nor  onely  by  giving  them  thanks,  but  by 
telling  them^  he  was  very  fenfibleof  the  dan- 
gers rhey  might  incur  by  entertaining  Him, 
if     ihould  chance  to  be  difcoverM  •,  There- 
fore His  Majefcj  advis'd  them  to  be  very  care- 
fulof  themfelves,  and  gave  them  dire(^ion  to 
repair  to  a  Merchant  in  London^  who  (hould 
have  order  to  furnifh  them  with  moneys  and

means  of^  conveiance  beyond  fca,  if  they 
thought  fit.  However  His  Majefty  concluded, 
that  it  it  ihouid  pleafe  God  ever  toreftore  him 
to  the  Government  of  his  Dominions,  He 
lliould  not  be  unmindful!  of  their  civilicies  and 
fidelity  to  Him.  Thus  grateful  was  this  Ex- 
cellent Kingj  for  even  that  which  was  every 
good  fubJeCls  duty,  and  thus  follicitous  (in 
themidft  of  His  own  dangers)  for  their  Se- 
curity. 

Aker  His  M:^efty  had  vouchfaPd  thefe  gra- 
cious expreflTions  to  Mr.  Whitgreave  and  Mr* 
Widdleftm,  they  told  His  Majefty,  All  the  fer- 
vice  they  could  now  doe  Him,  was  to  pray 
heartily  to  Almighty  God  for  His  fifety  and 
prefervarion,  and  then  kneeling  down,  His 
Majelly  gave  them  His  hand  to  ki(s,  and  fo 
went  down  flairs  with  them  into  the  Orchard, 
where  Mr.  whttgreave  both  humbly  and  faith- 
fully delivered  \\\%great  Charge  into  Co).  Lmcs 
hands^  telling  the  Colonel  who  the  Perfon  was 
he  there  prefented  to  him. 

The  night  was  both  dark  and  cold,  and  His 
Majeftiescloathingthin,  therefore  Mr.  Hud- 
dle(lon  humbly  ofFer'd  His  Majefty  a  Cbak, 
which  He  was  pleafed  to  accept  and  wore  to 
Be^tley^  from  whence  Mr.  Huddle jlon  after- 
ward received  it. 

As  foon  as  Mr.  fVhitgreave  and  Mr.  Huddle- 
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fien  heard  His  Majefiy  was  not  onely  got  fafe  to 
Bentlej ,  but  march'd  fecurely  from  thence, 
they  began  to  refled:  upon  His  advice,  and,left 
any  difcovery  (hould  be  made  of  what  had 
been  acfled  at  Mofelej^  they  both  abfented 
themfelves  from  home-.  The  one  went  to  Lon* 
don^  the  other  to  a  friends  houfe  in  Wamick- 
Jhire^whtve  they  liv'd  privately  til  fuch  time  as 
they  heard  Bis  Majejly  was  fafely  arriv'd  in 
FraneCy  and  that  no  part  of  the  aforefaid  tranf- 
adions  at  Mofelej  had  been  difcover*d  to  the 
Rebels,  and  then  return  d  home. 

This  Mr.  whitgreave  is  defcended  of  the 

ancient  family  of  the  Whitgreaves  of  Burton  in 

'the  County  of  Stafford^  and  was  firft  a  Cornet^ 

afterwards  Luutenant  to  Cap  Tho.  Giffard^  in 

the  firft  War  for  His  late  Majefliy. 

Mr.  ^ohn  Huddleflon  is  a  younger  brother  of 
the  renowned  Family  of  the  houfe  of  Humn- 
^ohn  in  the  Connty  of  Cumberland^  and  was  a 
Gentleman  volunteir  in  His  late  Majefties  fer- 
vice,  firft  under  Sir  ^ohn  Pre  (ton  the  Elder,  till 
Sir  ^ehn  was  rendered  unferviceabk  by  the 
defperate  wounds  he  received  in  that  fervice, 
and  after  under  Col.  Ralph  Pud/ej  at  Ner^ark. 

His  Maje/ly,  being  fafely  conveyd  to  Bentlej 
by  Col.  Lane^  ftaid  there  but  a  ftiort  time,  took 
the  opportunity  of  Mris,^'''^;?^^  Pafs,  and 
rode  btfore  her  to  Brijlotv^the  Lord  Wtlmot  at- 
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tending,  for  the  moft  part  at  a  diftance.  In  all 
which  Journey  Mris.  Lane  perform'd  the  part 
of  a  moft  faithful  and  prudent  Servant  to  His 
jMajeftj^  (hewing  her  obfervancej  when  any  op- 
portunity would  allow  it,  md  at  other  times 
ading  her  part  in  the  difguife  with  much  dif- 
aetion. 

But  His  Majejiies  particular  Gifis  to  Briflow 
and  to  the  houfes  of  feveral  loyal  fubjeds, 
both  in  Somerfetjhire^  W^lt[hire^  Hampfhire  arki 
fo  to  Brighemfflon  in  Su^exy  where  He,  aboue 
the  end  of  oBober  165 1. took  (hipplng^and  lan- 
ded fecurely  at  Dei fm  France^  and  the  feveral 
accidents,  hardQiips  and  encounters^  in  all  that 
Journey,  can  now  be  exactly  related  by  none 
but  His  MajeflyhirnkK  'j  fince  the  much  la- 
mented death  of  that  faithful  Subjed  and  ex- 
cellent Souldier  the  Lordwdmot^  who  was  cre- 
ated Earl  oi  Roche  ft  er^  as  a  part  of  that  rccom- 
pence  His  Maje/ly  thought  due  to  fo  great  a 
fidelity* 

The  very  next  day  after  His  Mdjefty  was 
gone  from  Bofcobel^  being  Monday  the  8.  of 
September^  two  parties  of  Rebels  came  thither, 
the  one  being  part  of  the  County  Troops  who 
fearch'd  the  houfe  with  fome  civility  •,  The 
other,  Capt.  Broadwayes  men,  thefe  fearch'd 
feverely,  eat  up  their  little  Store  of  provifion, 
plundered  the  houfe  of  what  was  portable,  and 
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one  of  them  pre  fenced  a  piftol  to  William  Ttn- 
derel^  and  much  h\g\\i^^  Mj  dame  ^oan -^  yet 
both  Parties  return'dj  asempty  as  they  came, 
of  that  intelligence  they  fo  greedily  fought 
after. 

This  danger  being  over,  honeft  William  be- 
gan to  think  of  making  fatisfaclion  for  the  fat 
Mutton^and  accordingly  tendered  M^. St  aunt  on 
its  worth  in  money  •,  but  Staunton,  underfland- 
ing  the  Sheep  was  kil'd  for  the  relief  of  fome 
honeft  CavalierSj  who  had  been  flielter'd  at 
3ofcobely  refused  to  take  the  money^but  wiih'd, 
much  good  it  might  doe  them. 

ThefeP^Were/i  wereof  honeft  Parentage, 
but  mean  degree,  fix  brothers  homzi  Hohbal 
Grange  in  the  PariQi  of  Ti^^^^^and  County  of  54- 
lof^  William^  ^ohn^  Richard^  Humphry ^  Thomas 
and  George  ^^^ohnjThoma^md  George  were  Sol- 
diers in  the  firft  War  for  His  late  Majefty, 
Jhomas  was  flaiii  at  Stow  fight,  William,  as  you 
have  heard,  was  a  fervant  at  Bofcobel^  Humphry 
a  Miller,  and  Richard  rented  part  of  Hobbal 
Grange. 

His  Majelfy^hzd  not  been  long  gone  from 
JBofcobely  but  Col.  Carlis  fent  Wtlltam  Penderel 
to  Mr.  Humphry  Ironmongeryhis  old  friend,  at 
Wolverhampton,  who  not  only  procured  him  a 
Pafs  from  fome  of  the  Rebel  Commanders 
kj  a  difguifed  name  to  goe  to  London^  but  fur- 
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nifli'd  him  with  money  for  his  journey,  by 
mcanes  whereof  he  got  fafc  thither,  and  from 
thence  into  HolUnd^  where  he  brought  the 
firft  happy  news  of  His  Majefiies  fafety  to  His 
Hoyal  ftfier,  the  Pritigfs  of  Omnge. 

This  Col.  William  Carlts  was  born  at  Brom- 
hdl  in  Staffordjhire^  within  two  miles  of  Bo[- 
cebel^  of  good  Parentage,  is  a  Perfon  of  ap- 
proved valor,  and  was  engag'd  all  along  in  the 
firft  war  for  His  late  Majejij^  of  happy  memo- 
ry 5  and  fince  His  Death  has  been  no  lefs  active 
for  His  Majefly  that  now  is  5  for  which  and  his 
particular  fervice  and  fidelity  before  mentio- 
ned, His  Majefty  has  been  pleafed  by  Letters 
Patents  under  the  Great  Seal  oi  England  to 
give  him,  by  the  name  of  William  Carl  o  s 
(which  in  Spanifh  figmfies  C^^r/j)  this  very 
honorable  Goat  of  Armes,  in  perpetuam  ret 
memoriam,  as  'tis  expreffed  in  the  Letters  Pa- 
tents. 
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The  OAke  is  now  properly  call'd  The  Royal 
Oake  of  Bojcobely  nor  will  it  lofe  that  name 
whilft  it  continues  a  Tree  .-  And  fince  His  Ma- 
je/iies  happy  Reftauracion,  that  thefe  myfteries 
have  been  revealed ,  hundreds  of  people  for 
many  miles  rounds  have  flocked  to  fee  the  fa- 
mous B  o  s  c  o  b  e  l  ,  which  (as  you  have  heard) 
had  once  the  honour  to  be  the  Palace  of  His 
Sacred  JMdje/ijy  but  chiefly  to  behold  the  Hoyal 
Oake^  which  has  been  depriv'd  ofall  its  young 
Boughs  by  the  vifiters  ofit,  who  keep  them 
in  menwry  of  His  Majefiies  happy  prefer- 
vation. 

When  Hk  Majefty  was  thus  happily  con- 
vey'd  away  by  Col.  Lane  and  his  Sifter^  the 
Rebels  had  an  intimation  that  fome  of  the  bro- 
thers were  inftrumental  in  His  Majefties  prefer- 
vation  5  fo  that  befides  the  temptations  Hum- 
fhrj  overcame  at  ShefnahWtUiam  Penderel  was 
twice  queftioned  at  Shrembury  on  the  fame  ac- 
count by  Captt F^a:  and  one  LLu^Uin  a  Seque- 
ftrator,  and  iJ/VA/ir^wasmuchthreatnedbya 
peevifti  Neighbour  at  Whiteladies*^  but  neither 
threats  nor  temptations  were  able  to  batter 
the  Fort  of  their  Loyalties. 
^^^  ^j  After  the  King  had  entrcd  into  the 
Kingdom^and returned  to  his  OTPSfn  land f 
the  five  Brothers  attended  Him  at  White- haU^ 
on  Wednefday  the  xj.  of  ^une  1660,  when  His 
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Maje/ij  was  pleafed  to  own  their  faithful  fer- 
vicc  5  and  giMcioufly  difmifsd  them  with  a 
Princely  Reward. 

And  foon  after  Mr.  Huddlejlon  and  Mr. 
WhitgrcAve  made  their  hamble  AddrelTes  to 
His  Majefiy^ixom  whom  they  likewife  received 
a  gracious  acknowledgment  of  their  fervice 
and  fidelity  to  Him  at  Mofelej  •,  and  this  in  fo 
high  a  degree  of  gratitude^and  with  fuch  a  con- 
defcending  frame  of  fpirit^  not  at  all  pufPd  up 
wtth  prolperity,  as  cannot  be  paralleled  in  the 
beft  of  Kings. 

Here  kt  us  all  with  glad  and  thankful  hearts 
humbly  contemplate  the  admirable  Provi- 
dence of  Almighty  God^^who  contrivdfuch 
wonderful  waycs,  and  made  ufe  of  fuch  mean 
Inftru  nents for  prefervation  of  fo  great  a  Per- 
fon  :  Let  us  delight  to  reflect  minutely  on  eve- 
ry particular,and  efpecially  on  fuch  as  moft  ap- 
proach to  Miraclejlet  us  fum  up  the  number  of 
thofe^who  were  privy  to  this  firft  and  principal 
part  ot  His  Majefiies  difguife  and  concealment; 
Mi^^Giffard^thc  five  Penderels^xh€\x  Mother  and 
three  of  their  YsTiV^s^OoX.C^rhs^Francis  Tates 
and  hisWife,foraeof  thelnhabitants  of  W^/V^- 
/^^/^^.Mr.W^^^^/f^hisWife^Daughter  and  Maidj^ 
Mr. Whitgr  eave  znd  his  Mothtr^Mv.  Ht^dlefion^ 
Col.  Lane  and  his  Sifter  ^  and  then  confider 
whether  it  were  not  indeed  a  Miradc,  that  fo 
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many  tnen,and(which  is  far  more)fo  many  wo- 
men (hould  faithfully  conceal  fo  important  and 
unufual  a  Secret^  and  this  notwithilanding  the 
temptations  and  promifes  of  reward  on  the  one 
hand,  the  danger  and  menaces  of  punifhmenc 
on  the  other. 

To  v;hich  I  fhall  adde  but  this  one  cir- 
cumftance ,  that  it  was  concealed  by  per- 
fons,  for  the  moft  part,of  that  Religion,  which 
has  long  fuffer'd  under  an  imputation  (laid  on 
them  by  fome  miftaken  Zelots)  of  difloyalty 
to  their  Soveraign. 

And  now,  on  my  bended  knees,  let  me  joy- 
fully congratulate  His  reftorcd  Majejlj,  and 
humbly  oflFer  Him  this  ftiort  and  hearty  wilb,

not  content  with  my  own  mcopfide- 
rable  Prayers,  with  all  my  SobI  I  beg  the  uni-

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Jndhebowdthe  hearts  of  all  the  people,  as  the 
heart  of  one  man  5  So  that  they  Jem  this  rvord 
unto  the  King^  Return  thou  and  all  thy 
Servants. 
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
